Danny Hamel (Kaw) clinched his 
second consecutive AMA National 
Championship Hare & Hound Cham- 
pionship Series title by scoring the 
overall win at Wendover, Utah, Sep- 
tember 27. Ed Sorenson (Yam) 
finished second with Brandon 
Gerber (Kaw) third. Don Griewe 
(Hus) and Jimmy Lewis (Kaw) 
rounded out the top five finishers. 
Larry Roeseler (Kaw), the only rider 
who had a chance of beating Hamel 
for the championship going into the 
Wendover National, did not finish. 


Jan Hrehor (Suz) scored the overall 
win in round eight of the AMA 
National Championship Hare Scram- 
bles Series at Lynnville, Indiana, 
September 27. Defending champ Scott 
Summers (Hon) was the runner-up, 
while Scott Plessiner (KTM), Jim- 
mie Eriksson (Hbg) and Duane 
Conner (Kaw) rounded out the top 
five. 


Tom Reiser (H-D) and Ted 
Wilkens (Rtx) were the big winners 
in round seven of the AMA National 
Championship Hillclimb Series at 
York, Pennsylvania, September 27. 
Reiser scored the 800cc class win, while 
Wilkens earned the 540cc class victory. 
Rounding out the top three in the 800 
and 540cc divisions were Jeff Yoeder 
(H-D) and Lou Gerencer (H-D) in 
the 800cc class, and Tim Frazier 
(BSA) and Steve Dresser (Suz) in 
the 540cc division. 


According to team owner Terry 
Vance, Vance & Hines Yamaha will 
not run a second rider in the final 
round of the AMA National Cham- 
pionship Road Race Series at ‘Texas 
World Speedway in College Station, 
Texas, on October 10. The number two 
rider on the team, Larry Schwarzb- 
ach, was killed in a crash during the 
Superbike National at the Mid-Ohio 
Sports Car Course in August. “I didn’t 


think it would be appropriate," Vance 
said. "At this point we have no plans 
to run a second rider in Texas." 


Vance confirmed that Jamie James, 
who is currently only four points 
behind championship leader Scott 
Russell with one round remaining in 
the series, has signed а contract to stay 
with the team for the 1993 season. 
“There's nothing concrete about the 
second rider right now," Vance said. 


Camel Honda team owner Martin 
Adams reports that he is planning on 
fielding 1992 AMA/CCS 600cc Super- 
sport Series Champion Tom Kipp 
and Mike Smith again in the 1993 
AMA National Championship Road 
Race Series. “As far as I know it's just 
down to moderate fine tuning on the 
contracts," Adams said on Monday, 
September 28. “I plan on having the 
same two fellows. I've been contacted 
by others, many of whom are deserv- 
ing, but continuity 1s important with 
our sponsor (Camel) and also with 
Honda. I think the guys did quite well 
this year. Tom (Kipp) brought Honda 
another 600cc title and Mike (Smith) 
showed blazing speed.” Both Карр and 
Smith will contest the AMA Superbike 
National Championship and AMA/ 
CCS 600cc Supersport Series, accord- 
ing to Adams. If Adams gets his way, 
he would also like to keep Jimmy 
Filice on as the team's 250cc rider. 
"Im hoping to retain him," Adams 
said. "He's brings a valuable dimen- 
sion to the team." 


It now looks as though Californian 
road racer Rich Arnaiz will be back 
in AMA Superbike racing next year as 
the only rider in an Oscar Rumi-owned 
Honda team. The rumor mill also says 
that Arnaiz's Honda will be tuned by 
Merlyn Plumlee, who will report- 
edly leave Rob Muzzy's Kawasaki team 
to join the Rumi squad. Arnaiz rode 
for the Italian team in the European 





Clock runs out on Cranston's desert bill 


Desert is coming to an end, according to the AMA. — 


T he era of Senator Alan Cranston and his controversial plan for the California 


For eight years, the California Democrat has promoted various incarnations 


of his California Desert Protection Act. The details have changed, but the basic 
intent has remained the same: To lock out everyone except hikers, backpackers 
and horseback riders from vast areas of public land in the desert. 

Throughout that era, Cranston's plan has been repeatedly shot down before 
reaching the full Senate. Opposition from a broad coalition of groups, including 
the AMA, has convinced senators that his proposal doesn't provide adequate access 
to the public lands in the desert. And the senator has consistently refused to 
compromise in favor of greater access. 

Cranston's final defeat may have come in a September 22 session of the Senate 
Energy and Natural Resources Committee. During that session, Senator Paul 
Wellstone (D-Minnesota) proposed that the panel send a House-approved version 
of the Cranston plan to the Senate floor without recommendation. That would 
have set up the first full Senate vote on the measure. 

Wellstone's proposal violated the Senate's standard practice that no state 1ssue 
be sent to the floor unless it has the support of both senators represenung that 
state. Senator John Seymour (R-California) has consistently opposed the Cranston 
plan and asked his colleague to reach a compromise that would satisfy all sides. 
The AMA had supported an alternative desert bill sponsored by Representative 
Jerry Lewis (R-California). 

However, time ran out on Sellstone's back-door attempt to get the bill onto 
the Senate floor. Under Senate rules, the committee could only consider the measure 
for a specified length of time, and that period expired before Wellstone’s proposal 
could be voted upon. 

Although Cranston will remain in the Senate until his announced retirement 
at the end of this year, it’s unlikely that he will get another opportunity to promote 
his desert protection act. __ 

“This was Senator Cranston’s last shot at this ЫП,” said Jim Bensberg, AMA 


Washington Representative. “For eight years, he's refused to compromise with 


us, so we've opposed his bill. Now he'll leave office with his California Desert 
Protection Act no closer to passage than it was when he first presented it." 

However, just because Cranson 1$ leaving office doesn't mean that the California 
Desert is safe from overly restrictive legislation. The post-Cranston era begins 
next January, and could see the introduction of a similar proposal from new 
members of the California Senate delegation. The fate of those proposals could 
hinge on the results of the November 3 election in California. 


Superbike Championship in 1990 and 
again in the World Championship 
Superbike Series this year. 


With three-consecutive Sacramento 
Mile wins under his belt, Camel Pro 
Series point leader Chris Carr has 
reason to be confident about the 
October 3 Camel Pro Series race at the 
Cal-Expo State Fairgrounds in Sacra- 
mento, California. “It's my hometown 
race and the track really suits my riding 
style," said Carr, who enjoys a 13-point 
lead over four-time Grand National 
Champion Scott Parker, 205-192. 
"Right now I'm in the best position 
ever to win my first Grand National 
Championship, and I look forward to 
coming closer to that goal in front of 
a lot of the people that helped me get 
where I am today.” 


If Chris Carr wins the Sacramento 
Mile, he would only need to finish 11th 
or better at the October 10 Pomona 
Half Mile to clinch the series title. 
Asked if the hometown crowd is the 
reason he fares so well at Sacramento, 
the Valley Springs, California resident 
replied, “That's part of it, but it’s 
mostly the track itself. It's not a flat- 
out race like the Springfield Mile 
where you gas it all the way around. 
Sacramento is more technical, you 
have to really know how to ride the 
corners. I'd say that I'm more confident 
than ever entering this race.” 


And why not? A 13-point lead over 
Scott Parker with only two races 
remaining gives Chris a little 
breathing room. Should Parker win 
both the Sacramento Mile and the 
Pomona Half Mile, Carr can still wrap 
up the Grand National Championship 
with a second and a third-place finish 
at each race. "What's my strategy? Win, 
win, win, period. Setting out to win 
is what wins championships," said 
Carr. “If anyone thinks that I'm going 
to settle for second or third to be safe, 
they're crazy." 


As a three-time runner-up to Scott 
Parker in the Grand National Cham- 
pionship/Camel Pro Series, Chris 
Carr has found himself in this situa- 
tion before. In 1990 and 1991 Carr led 
the series point chase throughout the 
season only to be overtaken by Parker 
in the final races. In '91, Carr and 
Parker actually ended the series in a 
tie, but Parker won the championship 
by virtue of having more wins. “Scotty 
always comes on real strong in the 
home stretch,” said Carr. “Tve learned 
how to deal with this pressure by now. 
Actually, I'm more relaxed than I 
would have expected. I know what I 
have to do and I'm going to give и 
all I have." 


Road racers Randy Mamola and 
Kevin Schwantz spent three days 
following the. recent South African 
Grand Prix in the South African 
country of Lesotho, doing work for 
Save The Children. The pair were able 
to see firsthand the work of Riders For 


. Health, a program within Save The 


Children where African workers use 
donated motorcycles for transporta- 
tion. "We visited one village where 11 
months ago they didn't have so much 
as an outhouse,” Mamola said. ''Hav- 
ing a motorcycle allowed this woman 
we met to do her job; and now these 
people have things they didn't have 
before. It was a great feeling to see that 
she can now visit these villages reg- 
ularly, to see what has been done 
because of motorcycles. We know that 
we are very much a part of this. This 
all is possible because of our 
program." 





Randy Mamola was also in consid- 
erable pain during his Save The 
Children trip. The Californian crashed 
in the South African GP the day before 
when a water hose came off, leaking 
fluid on his rear tire. Upon returning 
to California, Mamola found out 
through an MRI test that he'd suffered 
a herniated disk. “Гуе been doing a 
lot of therapy, and there's less than five 
percent chance that ГП have to have 
surgery," Mamola said. “И seems to 
be getting better."

Motocrosser Jeff Emig has re-signed 
with Yamaha for 1993. Emig, 21, will 
again contest the Camel Supercross 
and AMA National Championship 
125cc MX Series. Emig finished the 
1992 Supercross season in 10th place 
and going into Sunday’s Steel City 
National. MX was second in the 
National 125cc Series point standings. 
"His impressive end-of-season victo- 
ries including the last five 125cc 
Nationals make him one of the premier 
racers in 1992 and we are looking for 
Jeff to supercharge our 1993 team," 
said Yamaha Race Team Manager 
Keith McCarty on September 21, the 
day the signing was announced. 


One of the hottest rumors Papa’s heard 
lately has Jeff Matiasevich signing 
with Team Suzuki for the 1993 season. 
The Californian’s contract with Kawa- 
saki is up at the end of the season, and 
his mediocre results over the last two 
seasons have led many to speculate that 
he would be demoted to a support ride 
if he remained with Kawasaki. But 
from what we hear, that won’t happen 
because Matiasevich has already signed 
a full-factory deal with Suzuki. Both 
Matiasevich and Suzuki MX Team 
Manager Ray Tetherton have refused 
to comment. ; 


Speaking of Jeff Matiasevich, the 
Kawasaki rider was absent from the 
September 27 Steel City MX National 
in Delmont, Pennsylvania, after injur- 
ing his back in a practice crash in 
California. Matiasevich will likely 
miss the final AMA National in Budds 
Creek, Maryland, on October 4, but 
plans to ride in several of the off-season 
supercross races in Europe and Japan. 


Also missing at Steel City was Team 
Suzuki’s Brian Swink, who was 
having a steel rod removed from his 
twice-broken left leg. Swink will also 
miss the final round of the AMA series, 
but plans to return to action for the 
Overseas supercrosses. 


Team Yamaha's Damon Bradshaw 
was on hand at Steel City, though only 
as a spectator. Bradshaw has been 
undergoing therapy since having. 
surgery performed on the knee he 
injured at the July 5 National round 
in Buchanan, Michigan. “I actually 
think this time off has helped me," said 
Bradshaw. “I’m healing well, and I'm 
going to be ready for next year.” 
Bradshaw said that he will probably 
compete in some of the overseas. 





supercrosses to prepare for the 1993 
season, but that he doesn't want to 
stress the knee before it has a chance 
to fully recover. 


While Team Peak/Pro Circuit 
have not yet committed to riding 
Kawasakis, as many have speculated, 
word has it that they will only field 
a team for the Western Regional 125cc 
Supercrosses and the 125cc National 
Motocrosses.

Reportedly, American Billy Liles 
may be switching to the 250cc Grand 
Prix circuit for 1993 after several years 
of trying unsuccessfully to win the 





retain outside sponsorship from John- 
son, a cigarette manufacturer. 


Ryan Hughes has signed a two-year 
contract with Kawasaki, and will 
campaign the 125cc Western Regional 
Supercrosses and 125cc National 
Motocross Series aboard a KX125. This 
year Hughes contested the same two 
series as a factory support rider. 


The disastrous day for Team Kawa- 
saki's Mike LaRocco at the Steel City 
National should come as no surprise, 
as the facility has been a jinx for 125cc 
riders on several different occasions. In 
the 1987 125cc USGP, John Van den 
Berk DNF when he experienced heat 
prostration. In the 1989 125cc 
National, Damon Bradshaw 
dropped out of the race when a rock 
hit him in the knee.

'93 National MX Series schedule set 


T he 12-event 1993 National MX Series will feature 12 National events: eight 


when his exhaust pipe burned a hole 
in his bike’s fuel tank. All of the riders, 
including LaRocco, were leading their 





250cc rounds (two more rounds than '92), four 500cc rounds (two less than 

'92) and 12 125cc events, which will run in conjunction with the 250 and 
500cc rounds, and the series will include a revamped race format at one of the 
events. 

Glen Helen OHV Park in San Bernardino, California, former site of the U.S. 
500cc GP, joins the AMA National Championship MX Series in 1993 with the 
125 and 250cc Nationals on Sunday, August 1. And the event will mark a break 
from the tradition of using multiple motos to determine “overall winners" of 
motocross events. 

Historically; motocross races include two or three motos, considered of equal 
importance, with composite scoring to determine the day's winners. But the 1993 
AMA Glen Helen National will adopt an elimination format ending with double- 
points feature races in each class. Two qualifying heat races and a last chance 
qualifier will set the fields for 30-minute 125 and 250cc main events. 

Depending on the success of the new race format, the AMA will determine 
whether to incorporate it for all National MX Series events in 1994. 

The Glen Helen National will be the final event of the eight-race 250cc National 
MX Championship Series, as well as the eighth of 12 races paying points toward 
the 125cc National title. 

Also moving onto the National calendar for 1993 is the Unadilla Valley Sports 
Center 1n New Berlin, New York, which for many years has hosted a 250cc World 
MX Championship event. The other 10 venues in the 1998 series are all established 
AMA National sites.

Godspeed, Charlie 


The motorcycling world recently 
lost one of its most loyal and out- 
standing members, Charlie Watson, 
a man of many firsts. Charlie, a 
longtime Regional referee and a 
personal friend to me and many 
others, was young for his 80 years and 
always remained active, working 
part-time almost until the end and 
remaining devoted to his many 
friends. | 

А former racer (TT and scrambles) 
and a lifelong member of the Cycle 
Alley M.C. of Paterson, New Jersey, 
Charlie was known to millions of 
motorcycle racing fans as the man in 
the red and white shirt at the thou- 
sands of professional events at which 
he officiated. 

He was the first AMA District 
referee in New Jersey when Districts 
were established for professional 
racing. He later became the first 
Regional referee and he was the first 
Regional referee to establish and 
train a National crew who had fixed 
positions and specific jobs and who 
traveled to every National event in 
their Region. 

Charlie officiated at every type of 
event sanctioned by the AMA, begin- 
ning with dirt track and road race 
Nationals and concluding with MX 
and supercross. He officiated at the 
first Trans-Am and Inter-Am events, 
events that were the forerunner of 
professional MX in America, which 
he later convinced the AMA to place 
in a separate department in which I 
became a National MX referee. 

His experience even extended into 
the international arena when he 
conducted several FIM/AMA road 


race and MX events and made several 


trips to England as part of the Anglo- 
American Match Race Series. Add to 
this the old Yamaha Gold Cup 
Indoor Short Track Series run on 
concrete floors inside hockey rinks 
like Madison Square Garden in New 
York City. More firsts. 

I could go on, but for the many 
who knew Charlie from Loudon. to 
Daytona, from New York City to 
Laguna, and from Columbus to 
Houston, there really isn't much 
more to say. When a 60-year-old guy 
will strap on an open-face helmet and 
throw his leg over a Triumph Bon- 
neville without a windshield and ride 
from new Jersey to California just to 
visit friends, well that says 1t all as 
far as motorcycling goes. 

We'll all miss Charlie, but we won't 
forget him. He was one of the “Grand 
Old Men’ of this sport and I am proud 
to have known him, to have worked 
with and learned from him, and to 
have been his friend. 

Godspeed, Charlie. If there are 
motorcycle races in Heaven, I know 
who the referee will be.

Emig closes in at Steel City

ost people had written seven- 

time National and Supercross 

Champion Jeff Ward off. With 
only two Nationals left in the season 
that he has proclaimed to be his last, 
it looked as if the 31-year-old from San 
Juan Capistrano, California, would 
end his career quietly. 

Au contraire. 

In a crowd-pleasing race that many 
described as the best of the season, 
Ward pulled out the stops and scored 
his fourth-consecutive 500cc National 
win at Steel City USA. The win marked 
the first time this season that Ward has 
stood atop the highest step of the 
winner's box, as he has struggled with 
bad luck-and injuries throughout the 
year. In winning, Ward kept his 11- 


a 


year National win streak alive, as the 
factory Kawasaki rider has notched at 
least one National win each season 
since 198}. 

Finishing in the runner-up spot was 
Ward’s teammate Mike Kiedrowski, 
whose 1-3 tally extended his series 
points lead over Team Honda rival Jeff 
Stanton to 11 points, 187-176, with 
only one round remaining. 

Stanton finished the day in third 
overall, riding to fourth- and second- 
place finishes in the two 30-minute 
plus-two lap motos. 

"I go fast here!" said Ward. “Асш- 
ally, I go fast at all the 500 tracks, but 
I've had a couple of bad days lately. 
For some reason, everything always 
comes together at Delmont.”’ 


While Ward 15, at best, a long shot 
for the series title, his victory keeps him 
in third place in the point standings. 

Having already won two 500cc 
Nationals this season, Kiedrowski was 
satisfied with his runner-up 
performance. 

“At least I made some points (on 
Stanton)," said Kiedrowski. “That's 


just like winning, since the champion- 


ship is all I really care about at this 
point." 

Surprisingly, the emotional 500cc 
race was one-upped by an even more 
dramatic battle in the 125cc class that 
saw Team Yamaha's Jeff Emig nab his 
fifth National win of the season and 
the fifth of his career. Emig came into 
the round down 48 points on series 





points-leader Mike LaRocco, but a 
disastrous day for the factory Kawasaki 
pilot meant that Emig's 1-2 punch 
moved him to within only one point 
of LaRocco. All five of Emig's wins 


have come during the last six 
Nationals, as the 21-year-old from 
Highland, California, struggled 
throughout the first half of the season 
with injuries and poor starts. Emig has 
come on strong in the last part of the 
series, however, winning eight of the 
last 12 motos and finishing second 
twice. 

"It all just comes down to the fact 
that I have to win (the final round at) 
Budd’s Creek," said Emig after his 
victory. 

LaRocco failed to score a single 
point on the day as mechanical grem- 
lins plagued him in both motos. 

Second overall went to Mike Healey, 
who only recently returned from 
Europe after contesting the World 
Championship 250cc MX Series for 
Team Bieffe Suzuki. Healey finished 
fourth in the first moto and rebounded 
with a win in the concluding moto. 

“This is the same bike that Suzuki 
gave me in January to ride in the 
Golden State Series," said Healey. 
"It's just a practice bike now, and it's 
pretty hammered, but Pro Circuit flew 
some parts out for me. I put it in a 
mini-van and drove out from Califor- 
nia. When I got tired, I just stopped 
and slept beside the road in the front 
seat.” 

Larry Ward used 3-3 moto scores to 
finish third, obtaining some satisfac- 
tion In what has been a disappointing 
season Íor the Suzuki support rider. 
Team DGY's Doug Henry and Kawa- 
saki's Ryan Hughes rounded out the 
top Нуе. 

While rain the night and morning 
before the race made the practice 
sessions, qualifying rounds and first 
motos quite muddy, the sun came out 
in the afternoon and made for perfect 
conditions in the second motos. A 
short secuon was deleted from the track 
when riders' lap times in practice 
exceeded four minutes. Approximately 
8000 fans braved the conditions at the 
Dave Coombs-promoted event. 

Ward's 3-1 moto scores earned him 
$1500 of the $15,000 500cc purse, while 
Emig took home $1600 of the $12,500 
class purse for his win. 


500cc National 


Team Honda's defending 500cc 
National Champion Jean-Michel 
Bayle led the pack on the uphill start 
in the first moto, followed closely by 
Kawasaki-mounted privateer Mike 
Jones, whose family lives next door to 
the Steel City facility. Kiedrowski and 
Stanton both had good gates in third 
and fourth, respectively. Ward was 
running in fifth, with Tuf Racing's 
Todd DeHoop sixth. 

Bayle had built a slight cushion by 
the completion of the first of 12 laps, 
but he overshot a turn and Kiedrowski, 
who had already passed Jones, slipped 
into the lead. Stanton soon displaced 
Jones for fourth place. 

Kiedrowski tried to stretch his lead 
over Bayle as the top four riders pulled 
away from Jones, DeHoop and the rest 
of the pack. Stanton tried to get around 
Bayle for several laps, but Bayle 
appeared to pick it up a notch to hold 
off his teammate and maintain second 
place. 

The top four positions remained the 
same throughout the first part of the 
race, with Kiedrowski leading, Bayle 
in second, Stanton third and Ward 
fourth, until Stanton. suddenly 
dropped his bike in a turn on the fifth 
lap, allowing Ward to move up a spot: 

“I felt fine, but T just crashed,” said 








Stanton. “You can't expect to win 
championships when you crash." 

Stanton remounted in fourth, well 
ahead of Jones and DeHoop, who had 
both begun to fight for the fifth 
position. 

Shortly after the midway point of 
the moto, Bayle began to clear a double 
jump that no one else was attempting, 
and that allowed him to close the gap 
on Kiedrowski. At about the same time, 
DeHoop got around Jones for fifth, but 
was still well behind the leading 
foursome. 

While Bayle would close on Kied- 
rowski in some sections of the track, 
the Kawasaki rider was able to pull 
it back in other sections. This went 
on until the final lap, when Bayle 
closed up to the rear wheel of Kied- 
rowski. As both riders approached the 
finish, Bayle squared off an off-camber 
turn and tried to squeeze by Kiedrowski 
on the following straight, but Kied- 
rowski held on to win by a bike length 
for the win. 

Ward crossed the line in third, well 
ahead of Stanton. 

“I was right up there, but I just 
didn't have the right lines," said Ward. 
"Bayle was doing that double, and 
nobody else was trying it.” 

DeHoop won out in the battle with 
Jones, finishing fifth in the moto. 

Bayle again pulled the holeshot in 
the 12-lap second moto, but Jones was 
close behind and passed for the lead 
only a few turns into the race. Ward 
gated third, and a cheer went up from 
the crowd when he passed Bayle for 
second on the inside of a turn on the 
first lap. Stanton ran fourth, while 
Kiedrowski gated seventh but worked 
his way up to a distant fifth by the 
completion of lap one. 

“1 just got a bad jump, and it's hard 
to catch up when you do that," 
Kiedrowski said after the moto. 

DeHoop was in ninth, also suffering 
from a bad start. 

Ward immediately moved up on 
Jones, squaring a turn at the bottom 
of a hill and blasting into the lead on 
the ascent. The top five riders were all 
clearing the big double that only Bayle 
had tried earlier, and several riders 
back in the pack also started jumping 
it. 

Jones soon faded back to fifth, while 
DeHoop began to fight through the 
pack. 

Bayle didn’t appear to be as fast as 
in the first moto, and Stanton and 
Kiedrowski both passed him for second 
and third on lap four. 

By the sixth lap, the top five read: 
Ward, Stanton, Kiedrowski, Bayle and 
Jones, as the gaps between the riders 
slowly began to grow. The top posi- 
tions stayed the same for the remainder 
of the race, but the crowd’s enthusiasm 
for Ward’s ride made up for the lack 
of close racing. On the final circuit, 
Ward slowed and pumped his fist into 
the air, saluting the fans in one large 
spectator area. He crossed the finish 
line with a comfortable lead for the 
moto and the overall win. 

“I just got in front and rode well," 
said Ward. “This is my only win so 
far this season, but it feels good.” 

Stanton crossed the line a good 
distance back in second, securing third 
overall. 

“I just couldn't catch Ward," said 
Stanton. “Не was just hauling ass 
today. I guess if you win four races 
here (like Ward), you pretty much have 
the track dialed. Anything's possible 
after the Coliseum, though, so I 
haven't given up yet." | 

Though Kiedrowski finished behind 
Stanton in third, his first-moto win 
earned him second overall, but more 
importantly, helped him to put five

more valuable points on the Honda 
rider. 

"[ feel confident going into next 
week," Kiedrowski said. "I've always 
liked Budds Creek and I think ГЇЇ do 
good." . 

Bayle finished a distant fourth, well 
ahead of Jones, who was the top 
privateer in fifth overall. 

"Bayle was having a little trouble 
with the track, but he was riding hard 
today," said Honda Team Manager 
Dave Arnold. “I don't know why, but 
he really was trying." 

DeHoop provided some entertain- 
ment for the fans, working up to a 
sixth-place finish by moto's end to earn 
the same position overall. 


125cc National 


Ryan Hughes blasted out of the gate 
first to begin an exciting first moto. 
Doug Henry was hot on his heels in 
second before moving into the top spot 
during the second lap of the 12-lap 
race. Larry Ward got a rare good start 
and was running in third ahead of 
Team Peak/Pro Circuit/Honda's 
Jeremy McGrath. 

While Henry set the pace at the front 
of the pack, several battles raged on 
behind him. 

“I didn't get. nervous out in front," 
said Henry. “I just concentrated on 
staying smooth.” 

Emig was on the move, and he 
quickly passed his way into third place 
behind Henry and Hughes. 

LaRocco had gotten a bad start and 
was running in seventh position at the 
end of the opening lap, a good distance 
behind Healey. LaRocco was riding 
hard in an attempt to get through the 
pack before the leaders had a chance 
to pull away, and he passed his way 
up to fifth place by the third lap. 

Meanwhile, Emig and Ward were 
banging bars in the fight for second 
spot. The two traded positions a 
couple times before Ward secured the 
spot and began to pressure Henry for 
the lead. 

At the halfway point in the moto, 
McGrath's crankshaft seized and he 
pulled off the track, allowing LaRocco 
to take over fourth. At the same time, 
several riders suddenly came to life and 
began to make late charges. Emig 
again passed Ward, and the two closed 
in on the leading Henry. The leading 
trio of riders all speeded up slightly, 
circling the track in a tight bundle, 
but Ward suddenly went down in a 
turn, allowing LaRocco to move into 
third.

"I was kind of waiting, because I 
knew I was stronger than Henry and 
I wanted to see what Emig could do," 
said Ward. “I was running mud tires 
and the track was hard because the 
tractors had pushed all the mud out 
of the way. I gassed it coming out of 
a turn and the bike just slid ош.” 

With two laps remaining, Emig 
snuck by Henry and into the lead. 
Immediately afterwards, LaRocco 
pulled off the track and out of the 
moto, having stripped all the splines 





on the inner hub of his clutch basket. 
A despondent LaRocco revved his 
engine and stomped on the shift lever 
in an attempt to make the bike go, but 
the malfunctioning clutch wouldn't 
allow the transfer of any power to the 
rear wheel. 

Emig and Henry diced to the finish, 
with Emig scoring the close win and 
Henry finishing second. 

“I was able to do everything those 
guys were doing," said Henry. “Emig 
picked it up with a couple of laps to 
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Doug Henry (19) passed Ryan Hughes (68) and led for most of the first 125cc moto.

go, and I picked it up, too. He passed 
me at the end, but it wasn't because 
I was slower." 

Ward inherited third place with the 
demise of LaRocco. After maintaining 
seventh position for most of the moto, 
Healey used a late-race charge and the 
misfortune of his competitors to finish 
fourth. 

“The track wasn't that bad," said 





Healey. “It was kind of slippery 
because it was hard, and it was in 
between wet and dry. I didn't do too 
bad for an old-timer!” 

Kawasaki Team Manager Roy 
Turner explained LaRocco's incident 
while Mike LaRocco Sr. performed the 
repairs on the points leader's machine. 
"It was just one of those fluke things,” 
said. Turner. “Its never happened 


before and hopefully it will never 
happen again." 

While Emig had closed the points 
gap considerably on LaRocco, he was 
still 23 points behind, and a decent 
second moto by the Kawasaki rider 
would keep Emig’s chances for the title 
slim. 

Emig, Ward and LaRocco got bad 
Starts in moto two, with Emig and 
Ward completing lap one midpack and 
LaRocco near the rear of the field. 
Heads turned when Healey circled the 
long track in first place. After crashes 
and a bad start held Yamaha’s Doug 
Dubach to seventh place in moto one, 
he gated better in the second moto and 
was running in second place. Hughes 
was third and Henry was fourth. 

Emig and Ward started to work 
together, pulling each other through 
the pack. 

“Emig and I started back in 10th and 
llth,” said Ward. “LaRocco went 
down on the start, but we (Emig and 
I) just worked our way up really good." 

LaRocco was also on the move, as 
he was passing several riders per lap 
arid appeared to be the fastest rider on 
the track. By lap four the Kawasaki 
pilot had moved up to 15th place. 

Meanwhile up front, Healey started 
to pull away from Dubach. On the 
fourth lap, Hughes passed Dubach for 
second, and challenged Healey for the 
lead, but couldn't get around. 

"I had on mud tires in moto one, 
which didn't work, but the bike was 
fine for moto two," said Hughes. 
"When I caught up to Healey, I told 
myself, “IÍ you want it, you just have 
to do it' but then I got stuck at Healey's 
расе.” 

Тһе battle between the top two 
started to carry them away from the 
pack, while Ward and Emig moved up 
to third and fourth, respectively, on lap 
eight. LaRocco had worked his way 
into the top 10, but disaster struck on 
the eighth lap. The carburetor on 
LaRocco's Kawasaki pulled out of the 
air boot, and his bike bogged, then quit 
as he negotiated an uphill double 
jump. Obviously distressed, LaRocco 
threw his arms in the air and tossed 
his goggles on the ground, then 
decided to see if he could fix his bike. 
He managed to stuff the offending carb 
back into place and rejoin the race, but 
he was over a lap down on the leaders. 

At the front of the pack, Ward and 
Emig moved Hughes back to fourth 
with just two laps remaining. The 
final two laps featured an all-out battle 
between Healey, Ward and Emig. 
Ward made a pass-attempt on Healey 
that was nearly successful, moving up 
next to him over the uphill double, 
but Healey held him off in the follow- 
ing turn to maintain the lead. The trio 
continued to battle through the last 
lap, with Emig squaring off an off- 
camber turn and shooting by Ward for 
second just yards from the finish. 

"Emig passed me right at the end, 
but I felt good," said Ward. “If I got 
a little better starts, I feel like I could 
win. The bike's working a little better 
and that gave me more confidence. 
Also, I've been training harder because 
I wanted to do good at these last two 
rounds.” 

After finishing the second moto in 
a disappointing 33rd place, LaRocco 
rode his bike to the Kawasaki team's 
semi and immediately left the facility. 

Healey scored an impressive moto 
win, which combined with his fourth- 
place finish in moto one gave him 
second overall. Healey was obviously 
elated with his result, stating simply, 
"Im stoked!’ 

Emig finished second in the moto 
for first overall, and his last-lap pass 
earned him two extra points, moving 


him to within one point of LaRocco 
in the standings 381-380. What had in 
the morning seemed like an insur- 
mountable points advantage was now 
within reach for the Yamaha pilot. 
“Who knows, those might have been 


‚ the two points ГИ need for the cham- 


pionship," said an elated Emig. “I 
think Bayle put it best last year in the 
Supercrosses when he said you have 
to win races to win championships. 
That's the bottom line. I just have to 
remember that I have to win next week. 
The championship 15 right there, and 


I just hope I can do it." CN

acks, Oliver dominate Moroso

WEST PALM BEACH, FL, SEPT. 20-21 

onald Jacks dominated every aspect 

of Formula USA competition at 

Moroso Motorsports Park. From 
timed qualifying, where he easily 
assumed the pole position with nearly a 
second and a half to spare over his closest 
competitor, to the two-leg F-USA feature 
event itself, in which he ran away to a 
pair of convincing wins. In doing so, 
Jacks pocketed the $5000 winner’s share 
of the $17,650 F-USA purse. 

“I did everything I could,” said 
Michael Martin, Jacks’ Valvoline Suzuki 
teammate, after taking second in both 
legs and second overall. “I went faster at 
Moroso than I ever had before, but Jacks’ 
speed and home-track advantage were 
too much for me to beat,” 

Last year’s highest placing four-stroke 
rider, Chuck Graves (who took third 
overall at Moroso in 1991 behind the two 
Marlboro Yamaha YZR500s) was dis- 
abled and out of competition even before 
Friday’s timed qualifying. Graves crashed 
in an early practice session and broke his 
left collarbone. 

Fritz Kling, who managed to get more 
time off from his night-shift carpentry job 
and made the long drive from Michigan 
to southern Florida, finished third overall 
on the Dutchman Suzuki GSXR1100. 

Ex-Two Brothers Racing tuner Mike 
Velasco was on hand at Moroso, helping 
out Jacques Guenette with his Action 
Accessories Yamaha OW01 superbike - 
and the pair must have worked well 
together because Guenette took fourth 
overall, and was the highest placing 
superbike rider on the weekend. 

"Our (Team America) endurance bike 
is still basically Supersport-spec," said 
fifth place finisher Michael Barnes. "But 
even with a slower bike, it was great rac- 
ing with the Formula guys." Indeed, 
Barnes was charging hard, and if given 40 


or 50 more horsepower, he would surely 
have run with the front-runners. 

Top two-stroke honors were earned by 
Moto-Liberty's Danny Walker, who 
scored sixth overall on his Yamaha 
TZ250, and led a slew of similarly mount- 
ed riders home: Red Line Oil's Rich 
Oliver, Doug Carmichael, Hall'N'Still's 
Bruce Baldus and Dianetics' Donny 
Greene rounded out the top 10, and all 
rode Yamaha TZ250s. 

Speculation was heavy before Friday's 
official timed qualifying - a huge field 
had showed for Moroso, and who would 
be the fastest? Valvoline Suzuki's Jacks, 
Martin, and Graves had proven them- 
selves fast at Moroso a year ago; 
Yoshimura's David Sadowski had been 
breathing more fire into his Suzuki 
GSXR750 Superbike; former Daytona 200 
winner John Ashmead had Scott Russell's 
1991 Muzzy Kawasaki superbike and 
home track advantage; and there were a 
slew of wildcards present. Kling had been 
nothing short of brilliant this year in F- 
USA, and was hoping for another win; 
and Guenette was also searching for an 
upset victory, as was regional fast-guy 
Mark Chin. 

But Jacks also benefited from the 
"home track advantage," and had his 
Suzuki GSXR1100-based machine work- 
ing well right out of the truck. 

"It's not hard at all to get the bike fast 
here," said a relaxed Jacks before qualify- 
ing. “There are no bumps, no place where 
it gets light (over elevation changes) - it's 
easy to set a bike up here - you could 
probably have it totally off and still go 
fast. I feel really good about this race, if 
the bike holds up, it should be a good one 
for me." 

Jacks' feelings proved to be correct, 
because he set pole position at a one- 


minute, 20.6-seconds, and the only сот-

plications came the next morning when 
he grenaded second gear in his transmis- 
sion and coasted in to the pits. Jacks' 
tuner, Tom Houseworth, soon had the 
bike up and running again, and the path 
was cleared for Jacks to dominate the rest 
of the weekend. 

Graves did not even get a chance to 
qualify. "I was braking for turn five, and 
the front end just washed out," said 
Graves of the crash which broke his col- 
larbone. 

Martin earned second on the grid with 
a 1:22.07: "Qualifying went fair," he said. 
“1 really didn't get a chance to do some 
full speed practice. We were trying to do 
a few things, trying to get the bike to run 
better. But I never do that well in qualify- 
ing, second for me was just fine." 

Many placed their faith in 
Yoshimura's Sadowski, who had a mid- 
sized "Don -Juan” (named after 
Yoshimura's engine builder, Don 
Sakakura) 880cc Cosworth kit installed in 
his otherwise AMA Superbike-spec 
Suzuki GSXR. 

"The new (880cc) motor is great," said 
Sadowski. "The power delivery is very 
smooth, so I don't have to fight the 
swingarm going into violent gyrations as 
the power suddenly comes on, like it does 
with the 750cc motor." 

Sadowski, in his first appearance at 
Moroso Motorsports Park, qualified third 
overall with a 1:22.50. But even the best of 
motors does a racer little good if the 
power cannot get to the ground, as 
Sadowski well knows. 

"The power of the motor is exceeding 
the clutch's capacity," explained 
Sadowski after the first leg, in which he 
had been pitched off the bike after the 
slipping clutch - which was fried off the 
starting line - suddenly grabbed in mid- 
corner, resulting in a violent highside. 
Sadowski, who has an uncanny ability to 
walk away from the worst of accidents, 
was not injured, though terribly sore, and 
did not return for the second leg. 

The next eight qualifiers - occupying 
the fourth through 11th spots - all ran 
times in the 1:23 range. Kling edged 
Michael Barnes by one-hundredth of a 








second for fourth overall, and Walker did 
the same to Oliver for sixth. Behind 
Oliver came Yamaha FZR1000-mounted 
Chin, and Jamie Bowman aboard his 
Yamaha TZ250. Ashmead rounded out 
the top 10, followed by Guenette in 11th. 


Formula USA 


The big question at the start of the first 
F-USA heat revolved around Graves, and 
whether or not he would race. The cham- 
pionship was on the line entering this sec- 
ond-to-last round, and Graves trailed 
Jacks by a single point; he was deter- 
mined to compete. 

A friend of Team Valvoline Suzuki's, 
Dr. John Marshall, was on hand as a spec- 
tator and viewed the X-rays that Graves 
had brought back with him from.his brief 
hospital stay on Saturday morning. 
Marshall's answer was grim - due to the 
knife-edged horizontal break in the col- 
larbone, there was a severe risk that if 
Graves crashed again a major artery 
would be severed, and considering that 
the closest hospital was 20 minutes away, 
Graves' prospects of recovery were not 
very good. No advice came down from 
the Valvoline Suzuki management - they 
would not decide the championship 
between teammates. 

Still, Graves was determined to race. 
But when Sunday rolled around, 
Marshall phoned in with worse news; 
there was a nerve packet near the bone 
that could be cut, so even if Graves sur- 
vived another crash, he could lose the use 
of his left arm, permanently. To the 
team's and everyone else's relief, this 
swayed Graves and he wisely sat out the 
race. 

And so Jacks was left without his main 
competition. At the flag to start the first 
race, the Floridian dashed straight into 
the lead, an uncharacteristic move for the 
normally slow starting Jacks. 

Martin was close for the opening lap, 
as were Kling, Ashmead, Guenette, 
Sadowski, Chin, Barnes, Oliver and 
Walker - all strung along in a huge train 
of racers. 

Sadowski went out on the second lap, 
his faltering clutch locking up mid-corner. 











"The clutch was slipping badly," 
explained Sadowski. "I may have abused 
it off the starting line. I had to nurse it 
around for a few laps, not revving the 
motor above 10,000 rpm or even pulling 
the clutch lever in at all. When the clutch 
re-engaged, I couldn't save the slide, and 
ended up in the most violent highside I 
ever experienced." Sadowski landed on 
his head, and Chin, who was behind 
Sadowski, reacted quickly and avoided 
running over him, though he did clip an 
outstretched arm. Dazed and "semi- 
unconscious," Sadowski had to be led off 
the track by a cornerworker. 

Chin lost some time, but was able to 
continue on until the eighth lap, when he 
coasted to a halt, his Yamaha suffering 
from engine troubles. 

Chin wasn't the only rider having 
troubles in the very midst of the race. 
Titian Bue and the LaCroix Motorsports 
team chased minor electrical problems all 
weekend, and on the final lap the Suzuki 
GSXR1100-based machine expired, end- 
ing his weekend. 

Meanwhile, Jacks had opened a slight 
lead on Martin, who, in turn, had dis- 
tance on Kling and Ashmead. Farther 
back, Guenette was leading Oliver, 
Walker and Barnes, who had faded back 
to eighth from as high as fifth due to 
worn out, previously used tires. These 
riders would hold their positions for most 
of the race, and finished in that order. 
Carmichael and Greene rounded out the 
top 10. 

The second leg was much the same as 
the first: Jacks jumped directly into the 
lead, with Martin and Kling trailing. 
Sadowski was sitting out, and this time it 
was Ashmead's turn to DNF. 

Right around the halfway mark, 
Ashmead was exiting the slow right-hand 
turn seven when the rear cut loose. 
Although Ashmead avoided a highside 
crash, the ex-Russell Kawasaki ZX7-R 
superbike had pinched its fuel line. 
Ashmead pitted in an effort to make 
repairs, but eventually called it quits. 

Guenette was having no such prob- 
lems on his meticulously prepared 
Yamaha OWO1, and took over the fourth 
spot, where he would finish behind the 
trio of Jacks, Martin, and Kling, who 
again took the top three spots, respec- 
tively. | 

Barnes, on new tires for this heat, held 
off the return of Chin for fifth overall, and 
Walker got the best of Oliver, who was 
suffering from exhaust pipe malfunctions 
in the second leg, for seventh overall; 
Walker's pair of seventh place finishes 
beat Offver’s sixth/eighth results to give 
Walker sixth overall on the weekend. 
Carmichael and Bruce Baldus rounded 
out the top 10 in the second leg. 


Formula II 


It has been a long, hard, injury-laden 
year for Fresno, California's Rich Oliver, 
but he was back in top form at the 
Moroso Motorsports Park round of Air- 
Tech Formula II competition and he raced 
to a convincing seven-second win over 
Moto Liberty's Danny Walker. 

“Та like to thank my mechanic - the 
bike ran really well this weekend - but I 
don't have one, so I'd like to thank 
myself,” joked Oliver in the winner's cir- 
cle. And Oliver was understandably 
happy after pocketing the $3000 winner's 
share of the $10,000 F-II purse. 

"We were lost." said Walker about the 
tuning difficulties he and Steve Biganski 
encountered. "We were fast right out of 
the trailer on Friday, and then we tuned it 
to a standstill (for Saturday's qualifying 
race)." 

The gremlin in Walker's engine was 
eventually traced to a mis-labeled main 
jet that turned out to be 10 sizes too big, 
causing one cylinder to barely run at high 
speeds. By the time Walker and Biganski 
found the bad carburetor jet, they had too 


little time to tune their Yamaha TZ250 for 
the main event, and were no match for 
Oliver and his spot-on machine. 

Yamaha Canada's Jon Cornwell pres- 
sured Walker a bit in the opening laps, 
but eventually faded out of reach, and 
settled for third, well ahead of tough bat- 
tle for fourth between Hall'N'Still's 
Baldus, Moto Liberty's Carmichael, and 
Dublin Kawasaki's Chuck Sorensen, 
who finished fourth through sixth, 
respectively. 

National Car Rental/N2 Racing's Jim 
Sabin was seventh, followed by local hero 
Jamie Bowman, defending Formula II 
champion Greene, who still hasn't found 
a tuner and races with an uncompetitive 
motor, and Kurt Hall. 

Although Hall finished 10th today, 


after suffering with ignition problems, he 


still has a strong hold on the champi- 
onship point standings, leading 
Greene,101-87. In the final, upcoming 
Road Atlanta round, Greene must win - 
with Hall placing no higher than 11th - in 
order to win the title. Bruce Baldus is 
third with 64 points. 

At the start of the race, Oliver jumped 


. straight into the lead, and quickly pulled 


away from the field, never to be caught. 

"It was a pretty simple race for me," 

Oliver said. "I got into a really sweet 
rhythm and went faster and faster every 
lap until I got a big enough lead to 
cruise." 
Walker and Cornwell were doing the 
same in second and third throughout the 
race - where they finished - making sure 
they stayed far ahead of the battle for 
fourth. 

At the flag, one foot separated fourth 
place finisher Baldus from Carmichael, 
who was, in turn, another foot ahead of 
sixth place finisher Sorensen. 


Formula III 


Only one of Moto Liberty's rent-a- 
racer Honda RS125s was left available 
immediately before the race when Nancy 
Delgado, who had highsided the bike ear- 
lier in the weekend, was unfit to compete. 
So Michael Barnes hopped on the little 
bike, got one lap of practice in, and pro- 
ceeded to stomp the entire Moto Liberty 
Е-Ш field in the race. 

Barnes cruised to a five-second win - 
an eternity on the little 125s - ahead of 
Moto Liberty's Carmichael. Nicky 
Hayden finished third, South American 
Hector Cordero fourth, and Jimmy 
Adams was fifth. 


Superstock 


Kurt Hall again proved himself supe- 
rior in Dunlop 600cc Superstock; he has 
already wrapped up the series title by 
virtue of the 87 points he has accumulat- 


еа to date. Bruce Baldus is currently sec- 


ond in the standings with 60 points. 

In the race, Hall led into the first turn, 
and every other corner thereafter. Baldus 
was second for a long time, but eventual- 
ly succumbed to a determined charge by 
John Choate, who had started at the back 
of the small, 10-rider grid. Choate 
couldn't catch Hall, and settled for sec- 
ond. Stevie Patterson claimed third, and 
Mike Himmelsbach also worked around 
fifth place finisher Baldus to take fourth. 

Jamie Bowman was running away 
with the Dunlop 750cc Superstock race 
until he highsided in turn seven. Titian 
Bue picked up Bowman's spot, and held 
on to the lead, winning by a scant .36-of- 
a-second over Patterson. Tom Wilson, 
David Stanton, and Brett Ray rounded 
out the top five. 

Bowman was back in the Dunlop 1100 
Superstock event, winning with five sec- 


. onds to spare over Wilson. Wilson, how- 


ever, has already won the war; he has a 
total of 97 points, well ahead of second 
seeded Donald Jacks, who has 57. Choate 
did not have the proper gearing for 
Moroso, and struggled to third overall. 


Rich Oliver (97) took the F-II win in Florida, beating Danny Walker (141).

Team Suzuki wins a thriller

WEST PALM BEACH, FL, SEPT. 20 
eam Suzuki Endurance was back in 
top form at Moroso Motorsports 
Park, winning an excitingly sus- 
penseful race. Team Suzuki edged out 
early race leaders National Car Rental 
Racing (formerly N2 Racing) by a scant 
19 seconds to claim the overall victory. 

A series of red flags prevented Team 
Suzuki Endurance from completing 
more than the 124 laps that they actually 
did around the 2.25-mile circuit, at an 
average speed of 69.75 mph. 

Team Suzuki probably couldn’t have 
won without help from Donald Jacks. 
National Car Rental had brought in fast 
guy Michael Barnes from AMA 
Endurance squad Team America as their 
heavy-hitting ace - and Barnes did not 
disappoint; he stormed off to an early 
lead on the team’s Honda CBR900, and 
looked set to run away with the race. 

“I was keeping my lead short,” said 
Barnes after the race. “Hoping they 
wouldn't call up Donald (Jacks)." But 
Barnes' ploy didn't work. Team Suzuki 
sent Jacks out with two and a half out of 
four hours remaining in hopes of 
exploiting his speed and home track 
advantage. 

Team Suzuki's plan worked. Jacks 
jumped on the bike and immediately 
began turning lap times unmatched by 
any in the race, and regained the lead 
for Team Suzuki. It was a lead they 
didn't relinquish. 








Virginia Breeze Racing took third 
overall, and third in Heavyweight 
Superbike after a slew of minor prob- 
lems. The team suspects that a bad radia- 
tor cap is what caused their first hour 
over-heating problem, forcing them to 
lose valuable time in the pits while pry- 
ing the cap off, and collecting water to 
refill the system. The team lost more time 
replacing a slipping clutch - thought to 
be caused by the overheated motor - and 
benefitted from a late-race crash by DAK 
Racing's Dean Hayes, who was fighting 
for third overall at the time. 

^We had to stay ahead of Virginia 
Breeze," said Hayes. "We were both on 
the same lap. Their bike was a little 
faster, so I was trying to run exceptional 
lap times on old, worn out tires. I came 
into (turn) five (at the end of the back- 
straight) hard on the brakes, the front 
slid for a long ways - I held it up on my 
knee for as long as possible, but eventu- 
ally went down." Hayes was unhurt, 
and the team was lucky to lose only 
third spot. They hung on to fourth over- 
all, fourth in Heavyweight Superbike. 

Knee-On Racing took fifth overall, 
fifth in Heavyweight Superbike, edging 
out Middleweight Production class win- 
ners - and the highest placing 600cc 
effort - Team Pearls by a scant 25 sec- 
onds at the flag. And that was a position 
Pearls was very happy with. 

"The important thing here was for 




















DAK (Racing) not to finish in the top 
three - which they didn't - because we 
are in a strong position to maintain third 
overall," said team manager Peter Jones. 
"Now, all we have to is finish in the top 
15 at the final round to get third overall, 
which, I think, will be the first time a 
Mediumweight Production team has 
finished that high.” 

Indeed, Team Pearls is in a strong 
points position - with 786 points they 
are securely in third behind 1992 cham- 
pions Team Suzuki Endurance (1192 
points), and Force Racing (806). DAK 
Racing is fourth with 762, followed by 
Virginia Breeze Racing (751). Roswell 
Racing is a close sixth with 741 points. 

Second seeded Force Racing had 
their second DNF in a row (after the 24 
Hours West, where they blew a motor), 
with the culprit again being a blown 
engine. Force only completed 70 laps, 
ending up 19th overall in a field only 
totalling 21 teams. 

Progressive Racing earned sixth over- 
all, first in Heavyweight Production. 
Roswell Racing, Team R&R Racing, and 
Psycho Racing rounded out the top 10. 

At the start of the race, Team Suzuki 
Endurance’s Michael Martin jumped out 
to an early lead, and looked set to make 
this race yet another Suzuki Endurance 
runaway. But Barnes was having minor 
difficulties, and would soon make his 
presence known. 








“The brake pads didn't quite seat : 
in," said Barnes. "But once I got around 
the first few guys, they bedded in, and 
I wicked it up." Within five laps, 
Barnes had made up the time lost to 
Martin, and began hassling him for the 
lead. 

Martin stayed in cruise mode, and 
was some 16 seconds back at the 40- 
minute mark, when the first of three red 
flags flew. 

Team Last Minute had oiled the track ` 
in turn two, causing Northern Boys 
Racing to run off the track, and the race 
was quickly halted. Team Suzuki 
changed rear tires, and suited up team 
captain Kurt Hall. National Car Rental - 
who had doubled their tire budget in an 
effort to beat Team Suzuki Endurance - 
were checking over their rubber, but 
had no intention of changing riders. 

Meanwhile, Virginia Breeze was pry- 
ing off their radiator cap and trying not 
to get burnt by the steam exploding out 
(they succeeded), and Team Pearls was 
hurting with a new Metzeler bias front 
tire/radial rear combination that they 
were sure would work better than their 
mainstay pair of bias-plys. It didn't, and 
the team suffered. 

The race got underway, soon to be 
red-flagged again, before the end of the 
second hour. 

For the second restart, Team Suzuki 
got serious. They were sick of second 
place, and saddled Jacks up with a pair 
of fresh tires. 

National Car rental lined up in the 
wrong grid position, and were soon 
under protest by DAK Racing. Team 
Suzuki, though, found a clause in the 
rulebook invalidating the protest, and 
pointed it out to National Car Rental, 
who escaped without penalty. 

Craig Gleason was soon on the 
National Car Rental bike, knowing that 
he had his work cut out for him against 
the fastest rider at Moroso - Jacks. 

"This was my first time here at 
Moroso," said Gleason after the race. "I 
was still learning the track when I first 
went out because we missed most of 
practice repairing a cracked engine 
case." But once out, Gleason quickly 
adapted, and kept National Car Rental 
on the lead lap until he handed off to 
Barnes in the final hour. 

Soon after Barnes was on, the third 
and final red flag was thrown due to 
Northern Boys Racing blowing a motor 
at the start/finish line, and leaving a 
line of oil all the way to, and through, 
turn one. The droppings were &eaned, 
and the clear track signal was given 
with 31 minutes remaining. The race got 
under way again with 20 minutes left. 

Jacks stormed away from the field, 
lapping all the way up to fifth place, and 
took the checkered, with Barnes not far 
behind. CN

World Team Cup Final SP EEDWAY 


USA all the 
Way In 
Sweden

KUMLA, SWEDEN, SEPT. 19 
eam captain Sam Ermolenko 
shrugged off a nasty scare to lead 
the American team to a storming 
victory ш the Speedway World Team 
Cup in Sweden. 

After trailing England in the early 
stages, the Americans stepped up a gear 
in the closing heats to top the score 
chart on 39 points, six better than host 
nation Sweden, with England a further 
two points behind and Denmark, last 
year’s champions, at the bottom of the 
list. 

Ermolenko was lucky to escape 
serious injury in his second race when 
Danish rider Gert Handberg, third in 
the World Individual Final in Poland 
three weeks earlier, lost control coming 
out of the second bend. His bike 
looped, throwing him off, and then 
hurtled across the track, crashing into 
Ermolenko and hitting him in the 
chest and face. | 

Ermolenko had to have treatment on 
the track and it was some minutes 
before he was able to get to his feet. 
He looked a little unsteady, but apart 
from the bruising he was unhurt and 
able to complete in the rerun after 
Handberg was excluded for causing 
the stoppage. 

Stull shaken, Ermolenko could only 
finish third but after having time to 
recover he emerged to score two fine 
wins before clinching the American 
triumph when he surged from last to 
second place in his final race. 

Proud of his team's performance, 
Ermolenko said later: “We had some 
bad luck in the early heats and many 
teams would have folded but we stuck 
at it and things worked out right. 

"It was a great all-round show from 
the American boys and following our 
win in the World Pairs earlier in the 
season I guess we have proved we are 
now the world's best.” 

Having also led the USA to victory 
in the three-match international series 
against England, Ermolenko's only 
regret is that he failed to complete 
the clean sweep by taking the World 
Individual Championship in Poland. 
He was the pre-match favorite and 
finished a disappointing eighth, but 
as the American team captain he did 
a magnificent job in regaining the 
trophy they won two years ago. 

England were the pace-setters in 
Kumla, revelling in the deep track 
conditions and were five points ahead 
of the USA after each rider had had 
one race. Greg Hancock was America's 
only winner. Although Ermolenko 
picked up a third place after being 
overtaken by England's Joe Screen, 
and Ronnie Correy also collected a 
point, Billy Hamill failed to score. 

Hancock was again the sole winner 
for the USA in the second round when 
Ermolenko had his confrontation with 
Handberg's flying machine, and 
reserve Bobby Ott replaced Correy, 
who was having machine problems.

The Americans were still in third 
spot but then, with the track surface 
becoming slicker, the tide began to 
change. Ermolenko scored his first win 
and so did Hamill, while Hancock 
picked up a second place and Correy 
added another point. 

The pressure was on and the greater 
experience of the Americans began to 
tell on the young English squad led 
by recently crowned World Champion 
Gary Havelock. : 

After four rides each the USA had 
edged in front with 30 points to 
England's 29, and Sweden had slipped 
to third, three points further adrift. 

The greater all-round strength of the 
Americans proved decisive. Correy 
finally found his touch, grabbing his 
only win of the meeting, Hamill 
followed up with another three points 
and Ermolenko 's second place in heat 
19 was enough to put the team out 
of reach of the chasing pack. 

Hancock, who had done the initial 
work and had broken the track record 
in his opening race, could finish only 
third in his last outing, but the trophy 
was already secure and his one point 
put him on top of the American score 
chart. 

“We had a rough time for a while, 
but the team spirit was great," said 
Hancock who also played a major role 
in the World Pairs final. “Werode hard 
and we came good.” 

England were disappointed to finish 
third after making such a promising 
start. While America collected nine 
points from the final round England 
gained only three and were overtaken 
by Sweden, | 

“The track changed so much during 
the meeung and I don't think we had 
enough experience to handle the last 
few heats, but we have a young team 
and we shall get better," said Havelock. 

Although England faded, the big 
letdown went to the 1991 winners, 
Denmark. Without the injured Jan 
Pedersen and Tommy Knudsen, who 
was having an operation to replace his 
broken collarbone, they were never in 
contention. Three times World Cham- 
pion Hans Nielsen scored 11 of his 
team's 17 points but Handberg, this 
year's bronze medalist, did not get on 
the score chart. cN

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Solid go

uzuki motocross fanatics have 

something to get excited about for 

1993 — an honest-to-goodness all- 
new RM250. Gone this year are the 
blinding flourescent pink, blue and 
gold graphics, the gaudy purple and 
yellow seat cover, and the four-year- 
old body style. 

And hidden underneath all that new 
plastic is, yes, a better-powered and 
better-handling motorcycle, and to top 
all that off, the new RM250 looks 
nearly identical to the works bikes 
fielded by the Bieffe Suzuki team in 
the World Championship 250cc MX 
Series. 


So what’s new? 


With a suggested price of $4299, the 
new RM250 costs $200 more than last 
year’s model, but a long list of changes 
and upgrades justify the price increase. 

A completely redesigned engine, 
chassis and suspension highlight the 
package that comes wrapped in an 
appealing, easy-on-the-eyes, all-yellow 
package. 

Motor-wise, the RM250 received 
changes throughout. All-new exhaust 
port and exhaust valve timing are 
designed to provide more power while 
smoothing out the transition from low 
to high rpm. The motor mount, or 
"head-stay," on the cylinder head has 
been moved from the front to the rear 
in an effort to reduce vibration trans- 


ferred to the rider, and various parts 


of the motor are painted gray, mim- 
icking the looks of the sand-cast 
magnesium parts found on most of the 
factory machines. 

Also, a 38mm Keihin carburetor 
replaces the Mikuni unit of the past, 
and an all-new airbox and redesigned 
reed-valve round out the intake system. 

A simplified coolant hose layout and 
redesigned radiators that feature more 
air space between fins allow the motor 
to run cooler. 

The frame has been changed, too. 
The new RM250 features a square-tube 


design that was introduced on the 1992 
RM125. The main “backbone” frame 
tubing is made of large-diameter 


square cross-section tubing, and all of · 


the body tubes are also of square 
design. The new frame is reportedly 
35% stronger than the old round-tube 
frame and provides a more stable, 
predictable ride. 

Both ends of the Showa suspension 
have been revised. The 45mm front 
inverted fork is revalved, and a thinner 
inner fork tube wall and revised oil- 
lock device are claimed to provide a 
smoother ride. The rear shock has a 
larger, 25mm compression adjuster 
piston that allows more oil to flow 
through the body, and revised valving 
and a higher-quality Showa oil round 
out the suspension updates. 

Other changes include solid han- 
dlebar mounts, new front brake-pad 
material, strengthened rear suspension 
linkage components and lighter but 
stronger front spokes. 


But does it work? 


. Our test unit came slightly rich off 
the bottom, and our first day on the 
bike cost us two spark plugs. But 
adjusting the carb’s idle screw so the 
engine idles a little higher than stock 
seems to alleviate the problem. Non- 
etheless, the RM could use some fine- 
tuning of the carburetor. 

Despite the jetting being slightly off, 
the motor is still impressive. As 
compared to the '92 motor, the new 
powerplant doesn’t rev as quickly but 
still delivers as strong a hit as before. 

Low end power is a little scarce, but 
once the rpms start to build, hold on! 
From midrange on up, the RM hooks 
up and pulls nicely, but midrange is 
the motor’s forte. Even when topped 
out, the motor continues to perform, 
though not as impressively as when 
it is kept in the meat of the powerband. 

Overall, the motor isn’t as explosive 
as last year’s, but it is still plenty 
strong. 
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that traditionally takes a while with 
inverted forks. 

The ergonomics are top-rate. The 
new bodywork is not only better 
looking, it's also very functional. А 
slimmer and smoother transition at the 
gas tank/side panel/seat junctions 
makes for easier body movement on 
the bike. The fuel tank is a bit wider 
than past models, But many riders felt 
that the older RMs were too skinny 
anyway, claiming it was too difficult 
to grasp the bike with the rider's knees 
for better control over rough ground. 

As far as slowing the new RM down 
for the turns, the front and rear braking 
action is excellent — powerful but not 
grabby. 


Opinions 


Crowds formed whenever we 
unloaded the RM250 from the truck. 
Visually, the new RM is stunning, in 
my opinion the sharpest-looking bike 
for '93. 

The only drawback to the new style 
is the fuel cell’s dark-gray color, which 
makes it difficult to tell how much gas 
is in the tank. It will be interesting 
to see if anyone manages to come out 
with a decent replacement for off-road 
use. 

The bike is comfortable and easy to 
move around on, and it takes no time 
at all to feel at home. The ergonomics 
are top-notch, though I did have a 
problem snagging the top of my left 
boot on the bottom edge of the seat.

The new RM handles like a dream, 
as compared to last year’s erratic 
swapper. This year’s rear end is 
significantly more predictable, and 
unexpected sidesteps are a thing of the 
past. The shock soaks up everything 
thrown its way without kicking or 
bottoming out like the "92 model. 

Up front, the story is a little differ- 
ent. The new inverted fork feels 
different than last year’s, but not 
necessarily better — the action is still 
a little harsh and unforgiving. Over 
the smaller bumps, the valve action 15 
too stiff, resulting in a harsh ride. 
Luckily, the fork makes up for it when 
landing off large jumps. The combi- 
nation of stiff damping action and 
overall rigidity of the upside down fork 
design, as well as the new solid- 
mounted handlebars, gives the rider 
plenty of confidence on hard landings. 
However, the overall harsh feeling of 
the fork is becoming smoother and 
smoother as we put more time on the 
bike and break in the fork, something 





The midsection of the RM is a little 
wider than some bikes, but not obtru- 
sively so, and there is plenty to grip 
with your knees. My legs are quite long 
(I have been known to run over my 
own feet), so I would swap the seat 
for a taller unit to aid in the transition 
from sitting to standing. 

The Suzuki makes good power, with 
the midrange being its most impressive 
aspect. Top-end run-out is respectable 
too, but unfortunately, the hit in the 
middle comes at the expense of the 
bottom end. With the bike’s potent 
midrange, the transition from the weak 
bottom end is sometimes hard to 
control. The addition of a flywheel 
weight and/or steel clutch plates 
might help, and would also eliminate 
some of the stalling problems that I 
encountered. 

The fork is a bit disappointing as 
it 1$ harsh in the initial portion of the 
travel. My arms pumped up worse than 
normal because the front end was busy 
on fast, choppy straights, and at the 
same time didn’t want to settle into 








turns. This hurt both braking and 
cornering performance. 

The shock seemed much better, and 
reacted consistently on jump take-offs, 
in whoops, and while braking. 

I had very high expectations for the 
new Suzuki RM, and while it did not 
meet all of them, I was very happy with 
the overall package.

My first impressions of the new RM 
were disappointing, but after spending 
more time on it I’ve come to really like 
the new machine. 
The motor is great — и has a violent 
burst in the middle of the powerband 
that keeps going even when revved too 
far. The motor doesn't fall on its face 
when its over-revved like a Honda 
CR250 does. The motor's only short- 
coming is its lack of low end, but the 
impressive mid-range and respectable 
top-end power quickly overshadow 
that fault. 
The bike handles worlds better than 
last year's model, but it’s still not up 
to par with a '92 Kawasaki KX250. The 
suspension is extremely stiff before it 
breaks in, and even then it’s a bit harsh 
for my taste. The fork does little to 
absorb smaller bumps, but works well 
when landing from large jumps. 
|. The rear end of the machine is a lot 
better. The shock soaks up everything 
thrown its way and doesn’t swap like 
last year’s did. Everything that the rear 
end does is smooth and predictable. 

` In my opinion, the new RM doesn't 
turn as well as past RMs, but that’s 
probably because of the stiff fork and 
the Bridgestone M51 intermediate 
terrain front tire. When turning on 
hard-packed tracks, the front end feels 
like itl slip out from under you. 
Raising the forks 5mm in the triple 
clamps and switching to a Dunlop 
.K490 front tire seemed to help without 
sacrificing a whole lot of high-speed 
stability. 

The RM250 15 one of the most 
comfortable machines’ around. 
Nothing on the new bodywork catches 
or snags, even for those of us who wear 
knee braces. The seat cover, though, 

-is thin and will undoubtebly tear under

the abuse of knee braces. The wider 
tank area gives you more to hold onto 
with your knees — past Suzukis felt 
way too skinny. 

The controls are good, and the solid- 
mounted handlebars don't twist side- 
ways with every little spill like the old 
rubber-mounted versions did. The 
grips are bogus, but not as bogus as 
trying to replace them. The throttle- 
side grip seems to be welded onto the 
housing. Plan on spending several 
hours trying to grind the old grip off. 

The bike 1s much better looking 
than past versions. The yellow fenders, 
radiator shroud and seat cover look 
great, but the graphics make the bike 


look like they were designed by a group 
of spray paint-armed vandals. The 
gray paint on the motor gives the bike 
a real “works” look, although it starts 
to wear off after just a few rides. 

Once you soften up the forks, change 
the front tire, install new grips and 
remove the graphics, the '93 Suzuki 
RM250 can be everything you hoped 
it would be. And better.

Since the TM days of the early ’70s 
to the late '80s, Гуе been a diehard 
Suzuki RM250 fan. During that 
approximately 20-year span, there 
were many models that made it easy 
to be an RM fan, but there were plenty 
of models that tested one's loyalty, 
especially the 1986 RM250. But no 
matter how “bad” a particular year- 
model RM was, I would always con- 
vince myself, “Ahh, it's not so bad." 

But that all came to an end in 1989, 
when Suzuki introduced its all-new 
and redesigned RM250. Although 1t 
looked better than ever, I could never 


since 1989. Horrible headshake, unpre- 
dictable handling, and harsh forks 
have steered me away from RMs over 
the last four years, but I could live with 
the '93 RM without much complaint. 
There's still a hint of headshake and 
harshness up front, but nothing like 
before. The back end 15 far superior 
to last year's RM. 

The fork doesn't impress me all that 
much, but it, too, 1s better than before. 

I was never all that comfortable on 
the '89-'92 RM250s, but the '93 model 
feels much better. The overall layout 
suits my long arms and legs, and the 
new bodywork makes it easier to slide 
around on. 

Overall, there just isn't much I don't 
like about the new RM. It corners well, 
the brakes are strong, it's a predictable 
jumper, it's fast and the suspension 15 
good. And scanning  Suzuki's 
$3,000,000 contingency plan for 1993, 
makes the new RM250 a very attractive 
and perhaps lucrative package. 

It's nice to like the RM250 again.

come to terms with its erratic suspen- 
sion, pipey powerband, twitchy han- 
dling and “rattley’’-sounding engine. 
That was it. I had just flat-out run out 
of excuses for liking RMs. 

Luckily for me, and none too soon, 
a new generation of RMs is upon us, 
and I can tell you now, that this is 
the first RM250 that I've liked in four 
years. Апа it took absolutely no 
overtime convincing whatsoever. 

The 1993 RM250 is the easiest-to- 
ride RM since the 1988 model, which 
had awesome bottom-end and super 
smooth power delivery throughout the 
powerband. Although the 1993 RM 15 
still a little "explosive" as compared 
to the milder '88 RM, it 1s significantly 
tamer than its predecessor. While the 
'93 RM might not be as hard-hitting 
as before, it still 1$ а very powerful 
motorcycle. Only a professional or 
Intermediate class rider might want 
more power on top, but for us “пог- 
mal" people, the new RM250 has 
plenty of “‘roostability” to get the job 
done. There's no lack of horsepower 
here. 

If I owned the new RM, though, I 
would search for a little more bottom- 
end, nothing maybe a new exhaust 
pipe and cleaner jetting couldn't 
provide. 

. Handling and suspension have been 
my biggest gripe about the RM250

Rockin’ in Col

STEAMBOAT SPRINGS. СО. SEPT. 16-20 

ith its rolling mountain slopes, 

souvenir shops, condominiums 

and rousing night life, Steam- 
boat Springs may be more of a haven 
for yuppie skiiers and tourists than for 
motorcycle enthusiasts. But for one 
week out of the year, the ski resort town 
in scenic northern Colorado welcomes 
the two-wheel crowd to what is fast- 
becoming one of the bigger motorcycle 
get-togethers in the country — Steam- 
boat Motorcycle Week. 

For five days, a wide array of 
motorcycles converge on the town, and 
several different events and competi- 
tions are featured. The meet has been 
growing larger and larger each year, 
and records were again set for this 
year’s 12th annual running of the 
event, as entries were up in literally 
every category. The extravaganza was 
one day longer than last year, as the 
American ‘Historical Racing Motor- 








cycle Association (AHRMA) sancti- 
oned a vintage dirt track race for the 
first time this year, along with their 
traditional National Vintage MX, 
National Vintage Trial and Classic 
Cup Series Vintage Road Race. As they 
have in past years, the Denver-based 
Motorcycle Roadracing Association 
(MRA) held a contemporary road race 
on the final day. 

Also featured were a BMW- 
sponsored Concours d’Elegance, a 
vintage bike rally, and several award- 
presentation parties. 

Steamboat Motorcycle Week was 
held one week later than it has been 
in the past, and the rolling hillsides 
which surround the area were adorned 
in spectacular fall colors. The majority 
of events were literally held within the 
city limits, with the dirt track the only 
exception at its Hayden Raceway 
location, a little over 20 miles west of

Steamboat Springs in the-small town 
of Hayden. Participants came from 
every part of the country and as far 
away as Australia to ride, with an 
estimated combined total in all of the 
competitions of nearly 1000 entries. 
There was plenty for riders and their 
families to do in Steamboat Springs, 
even if they had a day off from 
competition. Some spent their off-time 
spectating, while others chose to watch 
hang gliders and hot air balloons, or 
go mountain bike riding, hiking and 
fishing. For the more adventurous, 
bungee-jumping was even an option. 
While AHRMA and MRA handled 
the sanctioning of the events, organ- 
izational assistance was provided by 
the local Timberline Trailriders M.C., 


. and sponsorship came from Vintage 


Iron, BMW, Budweiser and Continen- 
tal Airlines: 


Dirt track 


When AHRMA officials decided to 
add a vintage dirt track and TT to the 
week's events, a large turnout wasn't 
expected, but they were pleasantly 
surprised when approximately 130 
riders signed up to do battle on the 
small dirt oval. 

The races were run on Wednesday, 
the first day of the Steamboat meet, 


and many vintage motocross and road 
race competitors took advantage of 
that fact to get in a little warm-up 
practice while at the same time trying 
out something new. For this reason, 
a broad spectrum of bikes were in 
attendance, requiring several rather 
unique classes to accommodate them 
all. Many of the racers had never 
competed in a dirt track before, so the 
atmosphere was decidedly low-key. 
The small track's surface was bumpy, 
which kept the spectacular sliding to 
a minimum. 

Ап impromptu ТТ course utilized 
one half of the dirt oval and much of 
the infield. Dirt track classes ran six 
laps, while TT divisions went eight. 

Barry Higgins of Georgia began a 
long week of racing with a holeshot 
in the Modern Vintage 600cc class. 
While Higgins led the pack, Phil 
Hanford began to recover from a poor 
start, moving into second place on the 
third lap. Hanford tried to overtake 
Higgins for the remainder of the race, 
finally moving up to challenge the 
leader as they approached the finish 
line. The two crossed the line side-by- 
side, with Hanford stealing the win in 
a photo finish. 

After the first start of the Knobbie 
Lightweight class was red-flagged 
because of several over-anxious riders, 
Australian Geoff Eldridge pulled the 
holeshot on the restart and led for the 
first half of the six-lap race. Jim 
Lorington gated second on his 1974 
Yamaha, and remained there for the 
entire race. Eldridge got his trip to 
America off to a good start, notching 
the win. 

Following the final race on the oval 
track, the TT competition got under 
way. While Jim Holbrook went down 
right off the start in the Pre '67 Classic 
race, Dan Deubler jumped out to the 
early lead aboard a 1966 Bultaco. When 
Deubler dropped out one lap later with 
mechanical problems, Norm Francis 
put his Rickman in the lead position 
and stayed there for the win. Following 
him 1n a close second was Terry Pratt 
on a 1963 BSA. 

In one of the largest classes of the 
day — the Knobbie Lightweight 
division — Bruce Hays’ 1973 Honda 


led for the first two laps before 


Australian Geoff Eldridge sneaked by 
at the start/finish line to take over the 
lead. Eldridge then pulled out a small 
advantage on the pack aboard his 1974 
Yamaha, until slow-starting Gary 
Tucker worked his way through the 
pack to challenge Eldridge on lap 
seven. Eldridge held off Tucker's 1974 
Husqvarna for the last two laps for the 
win. 

One of the most popular classes 
among the spectators was the Pre-'51 
Dinosaur division. Aboard a 1950 
Royal Enfield, event-organizer Beno 
Rodi won by such a large margin that 
AHRMA's Jeff Smith black-flagged 
him for half a lap to make the race 
a little closer. While there was not 
much battling for position, spectators 
enjoyed watching the riders work the 
foot-actuated clutches and hand shif- 
ters on the old machines. 


Trials 


The AHRMA National Vintage 
Trial was held just outside of town in 
Howelsen Hill Park, at the base of a 
ski jump. Nine sections were laid out, 
with alternate routes around the 
obstacles depending on the riders’ 
various skill levels. Beginners only ran 
eight sections, as one trap did not offer 
the possibility of an easier route. The 
nearly 100 entrants ran three loops 
around the Derek Belvoir-designed 
course. 
` While the morning sign-up and first 











loop were held under mostly sunny 
conditions, the clouds opened up as 
the first riders began their second loop 
on the course. Rain persisted for much 
of the day, creating difficult conditions 
for riders and scorers alike. 

While the trials sections were not 
nearly as challenging as those of 
contemporary courses, one trap did 
prove particularly challenging for the 
competitors. Most riders handled the 
majority of the section with ease, but 
an off-camber bank drop-off at the exit 
created many problems. On the morn- 
ing loop, most riders were able to ride 
down the bank with one or no dabs, 
but as the bikes and rain took their 
toll on the section, a muddy rut began 
to form at the bottom of the bank, 
forcing competitors to leap off the top 
of the bank and through the exit. 
Successful efforts were impressive, 
especially considering the old machin- 
ery, but several riders ended up pulling 
themselves and their bikes out of the 
mud, accepting scores of five. 

Another section forced the top riders 
to climb up two vertical rock steps, and 
another had competitors riding 
through a stinky, muddy sulphur 
stream. 

Soggy score sheets made an accurate 
tabulation of the results difficult at 
best, but it was clear that Barry Higgins 
had the lowest total tally on his 1958 
BSA. Again turning in a strong 
performance was versatile Geoff 
Eldridge, who won the Modern Classic 
C class on a 1974 Honda. 

“This 15 my first trials ever; I quit!" 
said Eldridge. 


Motocross 


One of the highlights of the week 
was the Vintage Iron National MX, the 
final round of the AHRMA National 
Vintage MX Series. А long, twisting 
track was set up in a grassy field on 
the east end of town. While a couple 
of sharp dips kept things interesting, 
the emphasis was more on turns than 
on jumps. Many riders mentioned that 
the track reminded them of an ISDE- 
type grass track, while others felt it was 
reminiscent of older European MX 
courses. There were 371 entries in the 
MX, up over 100 from last year. 

Rain the evening before made for 
slippery turns in the first few races, 
but once the top layer of grass was 
worn off, conditions were perfect. 
They stayed that way for the remainder 
of the first round of motos, which all 
ran four laps. After the sun beat down 
on the track all morning, conditions 
became dusty and the second round of 
motos were shortened to three laps 
each after the lunch break. 

While the first two days of the meet 
had been rather relaxed, riders seemed 
to take the MX a little more seriously. 
Competition was very close in several 
classes, and results were delayed 
shghtly at the end of the day when 
several riders launched protests as to 
the legality of their competitors' bikes. 

А rider who wasn't quite so serious 
was one of the three Australians 
present, Edgar Phipps, who along 
with fellow countryman Craig Harra- 
dine was making a vintage tour of the 
U.S. : 

"Marsh Runyon came over (to 
Australia) and stayed with us for a 
month and rode some stuff over there,” 
said Phipps, “So he returned the favor 
and asked us to come ride with him. 
We're having a great time and doing 
a lot of riding, but we're doing even 
more drinking!" 

Barry Higgins signed up to race in 
six classes, and started his day off with 
a holeshot in the 500cc Expert division 
on his 1974 KTM. Gary Tucker moved 
his 1974 Husqvarna into the lead in

the first turn, and led the pack until 
Higgins retaliated midway through 
the moto. ‘Tucker tried to get back into 
the lead, but he killed his engine one 
lap later. Tucker fell back to fifth 
before he could re-fire his motor, and 
he stayed there until the finish, with 
Higgins scoring the moto win. 

After experiencing problems and 
finishing last in moto one, Jonathan 
Terry holeshot the second moto, with 
Higgins right on his tail. Higgins was 
able to nab the lead on the second lap, 
and Tucker then moved up to chal- 


lenge Terry for second. At the end of ` 


the second lap, Terry retaliated with 
a pass that put Higgins into the hay 
bales, and pulled away for the moto 
win. Higgins recovered for second 
place in the moto, which was good 
enough for the overall win. 

With so many motos to compete in, 
Higgins had his work cut out for him, 
and he did experience some problems. 

“The Open Twin class was my third 
race in a row, and I missed the start 
of moto one," said Higgins. “I guess 
they forgot that I was in the race, so 
by the time I started, those guys were 
long-gone. I worked my way up to 
second, when all of a sudden my bike 


. Just made one of those expensive- 


sounding clanks, and stopped. Pm 
down to five classes now." 

Vintage Iron's Rick Doughty dom- 
inated in both classes he entered, 
winning all four motos by substantial 
margins. His wins came in the Sports- 
man Open Twin Expert and Premier 
Lightweight II Expert classes, and 
were enough to clinch the titles for him 
in both divisions. The championships 
were Doughty's third and fourth of the 
season, and upped his total to an 
impressive 10 class titles in the last four 
years. 

“I had a scary moment in the first 
Premier Lightweight moto, when my 
fuel line vibrated off while I was 
leading," said Doughty, who hails 
from Fresno, California. "Luckily, 
only one guy got around me while I 
fixed it, and he wasn't in my class. I 
didn't ride as many classes as Barry 
(Higgins) because I wanted to concen- 
trate on the ones where I still needed 
to clinch the championships. I was a 
little nervous this morning, but it sure 
feels good now!" 


Vintage road race 


The BMW Classic Cup Vintage 
Road Race has consistently been one 
of the most popular events for spec- 
tators at Steamboat Mótorcycle Week 
and like the other competitions, rider 
attendance was up from last year, with

a total of 220 entries. А good number 
of fans watched the action from 
balconies of the many condominiums 
that line the course, while others chose 
to bring out the lawn chairs and watch 
from up-close. 

The 1.8-mile, nine-turn circuit 
twists through the streets of Steamboat 
Springs. Unfortunately, some of the 
very same aspects that make the course 
so great for spectating also made it 
somewhat dangerous compared to 
normal road circuits. Trees, curbs and 
other obstacles lined the track at several 





points, but most riders felt that 
organizers did a good job using hay 
bales to make conditions as safe as 
possible. 

The unpredictable Colorado 
weather again struck when rain began 
to fall as the riders gathered for 
Saturday morning's riders' meeting. 
The precipitation continued for the 
first half of the day, but the sky cleared 
in the afternoon for the last few classes. 
Traction was hard to come by on the 
wet pavement, and a few riders went 
down while braking for the turns. 
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Because of large rider turnout, officials combined several classes into the same motos and released the riders in separate waves.

Surprisingly, one of the closest races 
of the day came in the Class C race, 
which fielded bikes even older than 
most normal vintage machines. Ozzie 
Auer pulled the holeshot on his 1939 
BMW R5I1SS, but Blake Wilson and 
Butch Baer both passed him on lap 
one. Baer held off Wilson's Indian for 
three of the race's six laps before 


‘surrendering the lead in the turn-one 


hairpin. Baer grabbed the lead back on 
the following downhill however, and 
led for the final two laps. As the riders 
approached the finish line, Wilson 
pulled up along-side Baer's 1926 


Indian in an attempt to steal the win, - 


but Baer crossed the line first by mere 
inches. 

“Т just had a great time," said the 
veteran Baer, who drove all the way 
from Massachusetts. “I don't think I've 
ever had that much fun in a race. I 
just owned the track out there; that's 
all there 1$ to 1t." 

The two riders battled again in the 
Pre-40 class, and Wilson redeemed 
himself with a win over Baer. 

After Steamboat master Dave Roper 
went down and wrenched his knee in 
the morning practice session, some 
wondered if he would be able to race 
in the eight-lap 350cc GP race. New 
York's Roper had a good shot at the 
class championship, but needed a 
couple valuable points to lock up the 
title. He showed up on the line ready 
for battle, but was mired in the pack 
as they entered turn one off the start. 





Craig McLean led for the first few 
laps on his Harley-Davidson 250cc, 
while Roper slowly pushed his AJS 
through the pack. 

Hap Jones/J.H. Davis Attorney- 
sponsored Michael Green pulled up 
behind McLean on lap two, passing 
him for the lead one lap later. With 
two laps remaining, Roper moved into 
second, but Green had a comfortable 
advantage and held on for the win. 

“I had a feeling it would rain, so 
I made some changes with the gearing 
and tire pressure," said Green. "As 
usual at Steamboat Springs, my main 
goal was to beat Roper. We both got 
pretty bad starts, but once I got in front, 
I just tried to put as much distance 
as possible between us. With the rain 
and all, I just concentrated on staying 
consistent." 

Green also took home top honors 
in the 250cc GP class. 

Roper's second-place finish in the 
350cc GP was good enough to score 
him the points he needed to lock up 
the class championship. 

"It (the knee) hurts quite a bit, but 
I don't think it was that much of a 
factor during the race," said Roper. 

Roper in fact felt good enough to 
compete in and win the 500cc Premier 
class, despite the fact that he had 
already clinched the series title in that 
division. At the evening's award 
ceremony, though, Roper could barely 
walk up to receive his plaques. 

Another tight battle came in the 


Rick Doughty clinched his third and 
fourth MX class titles of the season. 





Formula GP Open class, the last race 
of the day. With the sun out and the 
track dried off, riders were able to hang 
it out a little bit farther than those in 
the morning classes. Air- Tech/Lemon 
Grove Cycle Supply-backed Anthony 
Morrison pulled the holeshot aboard 
his Ducati and immediately began to 
pull away. While Morrison cruised up 
front for what looked to be an easy 
win, Rick Doughty and Randy Bra- 
desku diced for second place. Bradesku 
got by Doughty before lap two of the 
eight-lap race, but leaned his BMW 
over too far as he entered turn two. 
The horizontally-mounted right 
cylinder of Bradesku's BMW scraped 
the pavement, and his bike pitched 
him off and went coasting, riderless, 
off the course. 

Meanwhile, Pete Watson was recov- 
ering from a poor start and pushed his 
BMW into second behind Badesku by 
lap five. Watson slowly began to erase 
what had been a five-second deficit, 
closing up to Morrison's rear wheel 
with two laps remaining. Watson tried 
everything to get by Morrison, at one 
point pulling up even with the leader 
in a turn, but Morrison held him off 
for the win. 

"I drove out from San Diego, but 
when it started raining, I told my 
girlfriend ‘I’m not going to race; it's 
too dangerous,” said Morrison. 
“Then it cleared up and it was great. 
When Watson pulled up beside me in 
the apex of that turn, I knew I had

more clearance than him, so I just left 
it on longer." 

“Oh man, I didn't know Morrison 
was in first," said Watson. "I got a 
terrible start and just reeled everyone 
in, so I figured I was only about fourth 
or fifth. I showed him my front wheel 
a couple of times, but I had to be 
careful with my cylinder. I might have 
hung it out a little further if I'd known 
he was in the lead, though." 

Morrison was a two-class winner, as 
he also topped the Formula 750 race. 


MRA road race 


On the final day of the week's 
activities, the MRA sprint road races 
were held on the same street course as 
the previous day's vintage race. Sunny 
weather lasted throughout the day, a 
fact which combined with the higher 
technology of the contemporary 
machines, brought the average lap 
times down. 

Competing aboard Kenny Roberts 
Jr.'s Wayne Rainey Racing Team 
Yamaha 17250 and his own Yamaha 
FZR1000, Don Hough won three 
classes and set a new record lap-time 
of one minute, 24.73 seconds, almost 
four seconds faster than the previous 
mark. Despite his impressive perfor- 
mances, Hough gave the impression 
that he could have ridden even faster 
had he needed to. 

“Its a street course, so you can't 
push it too hard," said Hough. “You 
just have to take 1t easy, or you'll wind 
up in a parking garage or something. 
I just rode consistently." 

In the Race of. the Rockies СТО 
class, MRA's premier division, Hough 
charged off the line in second, but 
immediately moved into the lead of the 
scheduled 12-lap race. Robert Wright 
took up the second-place spot, but 
Hough's pace was too much for him 
to handle. By the midpoint of the race, 
Hough had stretched his lead over 
Wright to more than half a minute. 

With Dan Turner taking up the 
third spot, the top positions were set 
until the penultimate circuit, when the 
race was red-flagged in order to allow 
the ambulance access to a fallen rider. 

Another of Hough's wins came in 
the Formula Colorado race, a division 
that featured a wide array of smaller- 
displacement bikes. It was in this class 
that Hough rode the borrowed TZ, and 
again, he led for almost the entire 
eight-lap race. While Hough cruised 
up front, Kelly Newman passed John 
Hjelm for second on lap two, and 
maintained his position to the finish. 

Hough earned his third win in the 
Unlimited Superbike class, which was

also cut one lap short to allow the 
ambulance onto the track. 

The only other rider to score wins 
in three classes was Kurt Dimick, 
another Yamaha pilot. 

Dimick’s most impressive victory 
came in the eight-lap Open Superbike 
class. Dimick got a poor start and was 
in fifth place on lap three. Just three 
laps later, Dimick had moved past Rod 
Brueske for the lead, and he then 
pulled away to the win. Aaron Merri- 
man also worked up from a bad start 
to finish second. 

Yamaha-pilot Merrimen finished 
runner-up in each of the three races 
that Hough won. 

“I needed a new rear tire, but I didn't 
realize how bad it was," said Merri- 
man. “It was definitely a dangerous 
track, but they did the best they could 
under the circumstances, and it was 
fun." 

Dimick scored his other two wins 
in the Race of the Rockies GTU and 
Middleweight Superbike classes. €N

Kawasaki France tops Bol d'Or

PAUL RICARD, FRANCE, SEPT. 20 
ngland’s Carl Fogarty and Terry 
Rymer won their third straight 
World Championship 24-hour 
race for Kawasaki France, this time 
teamed with fellow Brit Steve Hislop 
at the Bol d’Or, held at the Paul Ricard 
Circuit in the south of France. 
They dominated the entire weekend, 


setting pole time and leading from the 
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end of the first lap right until 2:08 p.m. 
when the race was red-flagged as 
spectators swarmed onto the track in 
typical Bol d'Or fashion, almost 50 
minutes before the scheduled finish. 

It was a convincing one-two for 
Kawasaki with the team of. defending 
series champ Alex Vieira, Jean-Louis 
Battistini and Jehan d'Orgeix finish- 
ing five laps adrift of the sister bike 
after an oil leak early Sunday morning 
and a minor overheating problem 
slowed them. 

The World Championship looks set 
to go to one or both of the Brits, but 
it is still not clinched. Rymer and 
Fogarty have a 34-point lead over 
Suzuki privateer Michel Graziano and 
there are 40 points up for grabs with 
two "sprint" races left in Malaysia and 
Australia. 

Graziano raced to fourth place in the 
Bol on the Team 72/Cassegrain Motos 
Suzuki. His teammates were none 
other than Canadian Mario DuHamel, 
elder brother of Grand Prix star 
Miguel, and top class Belgian Michel 
Simeon. 

The factory Suzuki threat failed to 
materialize when they retired early in 
the third hour with a suspected main 
bearing failure. The Suzuki retirement 
was just one in an incident packed first 
three hours which was punctuated by 
a series of engine failures and crashes. 


Qualifying 

Qualifying showed the Kawasakis to 
be fast while the sole works Suzuki 
appeared to have the better handling. 
Fogarty grabbed pole with a two- 
minute, 00.02-second lap from Herve 
Moineau, who was fastest of the three 
Suzuki riders with a 2:00.17 and he 
topped the early morning warm-up 
with a 2:02.75. 

Third fastest was Vieira with a 
2:00.78. The quickest non-factory bike 
was the semi-works Godier Genoud 
ZXR750 of Denis Bonoris, Christophe 
Mouzin and Patrick Lelan, then came 
the Finacor Yamaha, while the best 
Honda was the National Motos RC30 
of Guy Bertin, Adrien Morillas and 
Arnaud De Puniet. Sixty-nine riders 
qualified for the race. 

The Cassegrain Suzuki qualified 
llth with a new water-cooled bike 
replacing the old air-cooled GSXR. 
DuHamel/Simeon/Perrin raced to 
fifth at Le Mans and DuHamel/ 
Simeon/Graziano took fourth on at 
Spa. Graziano was drafted into the 
factory Suzuki team at Le Mans, 
replacing the injured Patrick Igoa. 

DuHamel was delighted with the 
new bike: “The motor makes a little 
more horsepower, but the handling is 
a lot better," he said. 


Race 


‚ At precisely three-o’clock on Satur- 
day afternoon, the 56th Bol d’Or, 
watched by 80,000 fans, got underway 
with Guy Bertin out-sprinting the 
factory riders across the track and 


immediately taking the lead with his 
National Motos Honda. 

But it was short-lived. In the final 
turn of the first lap, Fogarty dived 
under the Honda to snatch the first- 
lap lead. Before the race Fogarty had 
vowed: “I shall try and get the: lead 
right from the start — and if I don’t 
get away well, I aim to push as hard 
as I can to get in front and build a 
lead." 

That he certainly did. Moineau kept 
him at bay for three laps while Fogarty 
dragged him clear of the pack, but on 
the fourth lap the British rider cut 
loose and built himself a two-second 
cushion in one 3.6-mile lap. 

Vieira, on the other Kawasaki France 
ZXR-7, had made a sluggish start, but 
once he had gotten by Bertin, he set 
off after Moineau, nailing him on the 
ninth lap. 

Bertin slid backwards into a fantastic 
scrap with the Godier Genoud Kawa- 
saki of Bonoris, the two swapping 
places every lap and Bertin giving 
teasing "come and get те’ glances 
over his shoulder each lap he led in 
front of the pits. 

In sixth during the early laps, 
Nicotte on the Chomat Honda was 
ahead of Mattioli on the Finacor 
Yamaha from the Gudit Honda of 
Serge David, J-L Romanens and Dieter 
Heinen. 

The first round of scheduled pit 
stops was just coming ир, in fact 
Fogarty had been in and handed over 
to Rymer, when the pace car came out 
for the first time. 

Mattioli had crashed heavily at the 
end of the Mistral Straight in the high 
speed right-hander (130 mph plus) 
called Signes. Peter Linden, running 
just behind him on the Moto Sport 
Courneuview 9 Honda, saw every- 
thing: “It looked like his brake caliper 
broke up and smashed up the rotor. 


I tried to get alongside him and warn 


him but didn't make it and when he 
got to the corner he had no brakes." 

Mattioli’s bike also lubricated a 
large portion of the track with oil when 
parts of the rotor flew off and punc- 
tured the sump pan. The pace car was 
out from 3:44 p.m. until 4:10 p.m., yet 
with slick pit work, Bonhuil took the 
Finacor OW back out onto the track 
before the pace car was brought in. 

When racing resumed, Battistini led 
initially, and nearly highsided in the 
second to last corner, a left-hander — 
the very first lap after the pace car had 
pulled off. That incident let Rymer 
close him down and, a lap later, the 
Brit was back in front and pulling clear 
at almost a second a lap. 

Just before the second hour, Lavielle 
brought the factory Suzuki in with a 
major engine problem. The team 
started a fruitless stripdown of the 
water-cooled motor, but were listed 
among the “abandons” at 5:09 p.m. 
with a suspected main bearing failure. 

Only a little over two hours of the 
race was complete and the race between 
the factory teams was over. 

At the same time Suzuki announced 
their withdrawl from the race, there 
was more drama on the track as 
Californian Doug Toland crashed in 
the final turn. He was unhurt but the 
bike was damaged (mainly cosmetics). 
Repairs took over half an hour and 
they dropped from sixth, three laps 


adrift of the leading Kawasaki, to 56th 
overall, 20 laps behind the leaders. 

At 6 p.m., the British riders on the 
Kawasaki France machine had almost 
a minute on the all-French crewed 
sister ZXR. The Godier Genoud Kawa- 
saki was up to third, two laps adrift 
but having passed the Chomat Honda 
of Nicotte/Lovichi/Mouchet. The 
latter was on the same lap and under 
pressure from the National Motos 
Honda of Bertin, but the race was one 
of attrition with many crashes and 


engine failures during the hot early ` 


pace. With so many crashes and 
subsequent debris there were also a 
number of flat tires. 

As Rymer prepared for his stint to 
take him into the fourth hour he 
explained his strategy: "Even though 
the Suzuki is out we can't relax yet. 
There's still a long way to go and we 
want to put at least a lap on Vieira," 
said Rymer. ''So I'm going to try and 
cut some fast laps in my session and 
build a lead on Battistini." 

The fourth placed Chomat Honda 
dropped to 33rd in the fourth hour 
when Mouchet crashed. They lost nine 
laps effecting repairs. 

At 6:45 p.m., Mattioli pushed back 
into the pit lane with the Finacor 
Yamaha, yet again. This time it was 
the last. The bike was parked with a 
suspected connecting rod failure. Yet 
another of the top teams was sidelined. 

Up front, the Rymer Kawasaki 
continued to make the pace, eventually 
pulling one lap on the Vieira machine 
in the eighth hour and they went 
further ahead during another pace car 
situation during the 10th hour. Oil had 
been deposited when Corneuview 9 
Honda, with Lussiana on board, blew 
in a big way in the first, fast left- 
hander, and Vieira's team dropped 
another lap trying to sneak a tire 
change under the yellow but mistimed 
badly as the pace car came back out 
before they got back on the track. 

Rymer's lead however, was not 
without a scary moment. He had been 
having difficulty picking out his turn 
in points in the darker sections of the 
track and ran onto the rumble strip 
of the apex of Signes one lap. 

"Someone must have clipped one of 
the track reflectors on the curbing 
because it wasn't there to use as a 
marker one lap. I tipped in a little too 
early and went over the curbing and 
got both wheels off the ground," said 
Rymer. “At what, 140 mph, that's no 
joke. I thought, this is goodbye folks, 
but somehow I stayed on!" 

And perhaps all was not well with 
the leading Kawasaki. Hislop pitted at 
1.37 a.m. to hand over to Fogarty and 
reported that the motor had lost its 
edge. “Early in the race I could easily 
pace Vieira's bike," said Hislop. “But 
it was not fast enough to keep with 
D'Orgeix in that session." 

The Godier Genoud Kawaskai was 
running consistently in third with 
Bertin's National Motos Honda hold- 
ing fourth despite a flat tire early on. 
The Cassegrain Suzuki held fifth two 
laps behind and then came the second 
National Motos Honda of Laglois/ 
Briguet/Cazade in sixth. 

Seventh was developing into a 
cracking battle with three teams on the 
same lap; the Van der Val Yamaha was 
ahead of the Gudit Honda and the 
Phase One Kawasaki, but just after the 
Dutch team showed their rider the one 
lap to go board before a refueling stop, 
the OW0I ran out of gas at post 26 
and lost several laps pushing in. That 
dropped them two places. 

At middle distance, at 3 a.m., Rymer 
had a two-lap lead over Vieira with 


. the Godier Kawasaki third. another 


seven laps back. Bertin was fourth, 12 


laps off the leaders and another two 
laps back came the Cassegrain Suzuki 
of DuHamel. 

The Van der Wal bike lost seven 
more laps just before dawn when и 
was involved in a six-bike crash on an 
oil slick. The oil was all around the 
track and three more bikes crashed in 
separate incidents bringing out the 
pace car. By the time the track was 
cleared, the sun was up and riders 
could see the cement dust marking the 
dangerous lines through the turns. 


The race order status quo was 
maintained with Rymer picking up a 
couple more laps on their teammates 
and by morning they enjoyed a five- 
lap lead. Vieira lost the time when he 
was forced to pit with oil all over the 
bike. A possible cause was overfilling 
during the previous changeover. 

At 9 a.m., the Godier bike went out 
with a broken cam chain which 
brought worried fans in the factory 
team pits and their riders were imme- 
diately instructed to start short shifting 
to preserve the motor. 

Their fears worsened when the 
Vieira bike only did one lap after a 
9:20 a.m. pit stop and came т with 
the temperature gauge beginning to 
creep up. The bottom half fairing was 
removed and fingers were crossed as 
the bike rejoined the race. 

With the Godier team out, the 
National Motos Honda of Bertin was 
promoted to third place and the second 
National Motos entry was up to fourth 
having passed the Cassegrain Suzuki. 

The Phase One Kawasaki was up to 
sixth, three laps up on the Gudit 
Honda which had lost time in the 
night with a minor oil leak. 

After Hislop pitted, handing over 
to Fogarty with two and a half hours 
left, the Scot admitted: "Ive been 
shifting at 11,000 (instead of 13,000 
rpm plus) and I'm rolling off down 
the Mistral at 12,000. I've also been 
trying to run one gear higher through 
the turns to avoid shifting so much. 
The gearbox is worrying us — it's 
whining badly." 

But the fears were unfounded as the 
race reached an early conclusion. 
Rymer/Fogarty/Hislop took the win, 
four laps ahead of their French 
teammates. 

The National Motos Honda of 
Bertin/Morrilas/De Puniet, as at Le 
Mans, went all race without major 
problems to take third, 19 laps behind 
the winning Kawasaki. Michel Grazi- 
ano/Mario DuHamel and Michel 
Simeon took fourth place, two laps 
further back to maintain Graziano's 
outside chance of the title. 

"I really enjoyed the race.” 
DuHamel said. It's great to be part of 
such a strong team, We lost a couple 
of minutes replacing a muffler and a 
couple more during a wheel change 
but otherwise the bike was great. 

"I was having а lot of fun, getting 
the front end sliding around some. I 
was cutting two minute-fours in the 
race when we were under pressure from 
the number 15 Honda. The times were 
a couple of tenths of a second inside 
my qualifying time." єх

Biaggi takes Jarama, barely

JARAMA, SPAIN, SEPT. 20 

assamiliano Biaggi by .112 of a 

second, Loris Reggiani by .716 of 

a second, Biaggi again by .160 of 
a second. Three 250cc Grands Prix in 
one? Well, it seemed like it as the top 
250cc GP road racers in the world faced 
off in three, 12-lap sprint races in the 
Superprestigio, held at the Jarama cir- 
cuit in the hills of central Spain. 

When the points from the three races 
were tallied, it was Biaggi, the 21-year- 
old Italian sensation, taking the overall 
win on his Team Valesi Aprilia, via two 
wins and a fourth-place finish. German 
Jochen Schmid rode the sole factory 
Yamaha to a second place finish after 
tallying two seconds and a fourth, while 
Biaggi's Aprilia teammate Pier- 
Francesco Chili ended the day third 
with a second and two third place fin- 
ishes. 

Each race saw heated struggles from 
top to bottom, with the three 250cc races 
featuring a combined margin of victory 
of only .988-of-a-second. A loud and 
spirited crowd of 20,000 watched the 
races under sunny skies with tempera- 
tures hovering around the 80-degree 
mark. 

And the American contingent? With 
no Americans competing in the 250cc 
Grands Prix since John Kocinski took 
the title in 1989, event promoter Solo 
Moto, the Spanish weekly motorcycle 
magazine, invited AMA 250cc National 
Champion Colin Edwards, and top 
series hopefuls Kenny Roberts Jr. and 
Chris D'Aluisio to represent the U.S. 
(See sidebar). 

It didn't take long for the trio to real- 
ize that their Yamaha TZ250s weren't 
much of a threat to the factory Aprilias, 
kitted Honda RSs and the lone factory 
Yamaha belonging to Schmid. Still, the 
three soldiered on, with Otsuka 
Electronics-backed Roberts ending the 
day with the best results, 11th, 12th and 
eighth, for 12th overall. 

Southwest Motorsports' D'Aluisio 
finished 13th overall, via 14th, 11th and 
10th place finishes. His teammate, 
Edwards, the most highly touted of the 
three, had a rather dismal day. Edwards 
finished 12th in the first race and was 


30 battling with Roberts, D'Aluisio and 


Spaniard Oscar Sainz in the second race 
when Sainz rear-ended the Texan caus- 
ing them both to crash; Sainz suffered a 
broken leg in the incident and under- 
went surgery on Sunday night. Edwards 
stalled his Yamaha at the start of the 
third leg, and pulled in when he discov- 
ered the TZ wasn't running properly; he 
was too far behind to make a difference 
anyway. | 

Rick Tripodi also made the trip to 
Spain, but the Canadian failed to qualify 
for the 36-rider field after struggling to 
set-up his borrowed Aprilia. 

Second race winner Loris Reggiani, 
the runner-up in the 1992 250cc World 
Championship behind Luca Cadalora, 
ended his season on a low note, suffer- 
ing a broken right arm in the third race. 
Ironically, the man who wears number 
13 and is known as "Luckless Loris" did 
so without crashing. The Italian and his 
Unlimited Jeans Aprilia struck a pit 
board that was hanging over the pit wall 
on the front straight, and at 150 or so 
mph, he hit the aluminum board with 
enough force to break his arm. 

Newly crowned 125cc World 
Champion Alessandro Gramigni split 
wins with Spanish hero Carlos Giro in 
the two 125cc races, but it was Gramigni 
taking the overall, thanks to his victory 
in the second race. Honda-mounted 
German Dirk Raudies finished third 
overall. 

Giro and his Ducados Aprilia was 
stopped on the track after he beat 
Gramigni in the first race, and raised 
high on the shoulders of two amateur 
pyrotechnicians as the crowd chanted 
and explosives discharged in the back- 
ground. The amazing ritual was repeat- 
ed when Giro narrowly lost to the 
Unlimited Jeans Aprilia of Gramigni in 
the second race. The combined margin 
of victory for the two 125cc races was 
only just over half a second. 


Race one 


Biaggi led from Reggiani at the start 
of the 12 lapper, with Spain's 600cc 
Supersport Champion Luis D'Antin 
locked in behind the two Aprilias on his 
kitted Honda RS250. Reggiani soon took 
over from Biaggi, and D'Antin didn't 


waste any time in also shoving Biaggi 
out of the way. Urged on by the partisan 
crowd, D'Antin then forced his way 
under Reggiani at the apex of the 
Portago hairpin, taking the lead to the 
roar of the Spanish road race fans. 

D'Antin's race for glory didn't last 
much longer, with both Biaggi and 
Marlboro Honda's Loris Capirossi draft- 
ing past on the front straight. Then it got 
worse for D'Antin as Reggiani barged 
up the inside of the Spaniard in the first 
corner, taking his front wheel with him 
and forcing D'Antin to crash. Reggiani 
also paid the price, pulling off a lap later 
with one of his exhaust pipes bent sky- 
ward from the incident. 

With Reggiani's demise, Chili sud- 
denly became a factor as the top three 
circulated the 2.387-mile circuit in for- 
mation. They were joined shortly by 
Schmid, riding the all-black: Mitsui 
Yamaha. 

The four fought to the finish, with 
Biaggi holding off Chili, and Capirossi 
doing likewise to Schmid. Less than a 
second separated the top four at the fin- 
ish. Ducados Aprilia’s Alberto Puig 
rounded out the top five finishers. 


Race two 


The second race was the dullest of 
the three, if you can label a race won by 
only .716-of-a-second as being dull. Still, 
this one featured only a two-rider battle. 

Reggiani grabbed the lead at the start 
with Schmid tucked in behind. 
Capirossi surprised them both by stuff- 
ing his way under the leading duo in the 
fast esses known as Ascari. The young 
Italian couldn’t keep pace, though, as 
Reggiani and Schmid drafted by on the 
front straight. 

Schmid led laps two through eight, 
but Reggiani was in front at the end, 
taking over on lap nine and staying in 
front to the finish. Those two were clear 
of a battle between Capirossi, Chili and 
Biaggi; with Chili and Biaggi eventually 
getting away from Capirossi, and Chili 
ultimately taking third place from his 
teammate. Capirossi finished fifth with 
Puig a lonely sixth. 


Race three 


This one had the look of a Schmid 
runaway. The German got the jump at 
the start and pulled clear on the 
Yamaha, leading Biaggi, Chili, Puig, 
Capirossi and Reggiani. 

Puig was the first to eliminate him- 
self, with a high speed get-off on the 
third lap. Reggiani would go two laps 
later when he met the pit board up 
close; European 250cc Champion Luis 
Maurel was also a victim of the incident 
as a piece of the board ripped his right 
footpeg off, ending his day. 

Meanwhile, Schmid looked to have 
things in hand up front, but Biaggi and 
Chili had other ideas. 

At the halfway mark, the two 
Aprilias had caught the Yamaha and a 
three-way race began. Chili's charge 
lasted only another lap, as he ran off the 
track and resigned himself to the fact 
that he would finish third. 

" After I ran off, I just quit," said 
Chili, who finished third in the 1992 
250cc World Championship. "I go on 
holiday tomorrow, and I want to go in 
one piece." 

There was no quit in Biaggi, though, 
and he stuck to the rear fender of the 
Yamaha, drafting by on the race to the 
flag to win by a scant .160-of-a-second. 

"He just passed me on acceleration," 
Schmid said. "We put a new clutch in 
for each race and I had two fantastic 
starts. I tried very hard and I’m very 
happy. The bike keeps improving. I was 
disappointed not to finish in the top 
five in the World Championship, and 
not to get a rostrum position.

Hamel, Ostho steal the 


show at Las Vegas 300

TONOPAH, NV, SEPT. 19 
fter six hours and almost 230 
miles of hard-on-the gas racing, 
the battle for overall honors at the 
Las Vegas 300 was decided in the last 
11 miles. 

The two top teams, separated by no 
more than four-and-a-half minutes 
during the course of the race, were just 
17 seconds apart as the final sprint 
began. Kawasaki's Larry Roeseler was 
out in front aboard the Team Green- 
backed Kawasaki KX500 he shared 
with Ty Davis, when rival KX500 
pilots Danny Hamel and Paul Ostbo 
made their final move. 

“When I passed the alternate pit I 
saw Hamel standing there and I 
figured he was probably going to get 
on the bike," said Roeseler. “I knew 
what I had to do and I rode as hard 
as I could all the way in." 

With 11 miles to go and a 17-second 
deficit, Hamel also knew what was 
needed. 

"It was 11 miles of do or die,” said 
Hamel. “I knew how much time I had 
to make up. It was all or nothing right 
there and I rode like a man possessed.” 

Stopwatches clicked on as Roeseler 
crossed the finish just before 2:00 p.m. 
with a total elapsed time of four hours 
and 50 minutes. 

They clicked again as Hamel 
stormed in just over half a minute later 
and, when the starting times were 
adjusted, Hamel had done the impos- 
sible. The 20-year-old had put half a 


minute on the veteran desert ace in the 
final stretch of the course and had 
snatched the overall win and the Open 
Pro purse by just 17 seconds. 

"It doesn't get much closer than 
this," said Hamel. 

Ostbo, who overalled the event last 
year with Greg Zitterkopf, credited the 
win to careful planning. “You get a 
real young partner — the best partner 
in the world, you give him the bike 
and he wins it for you," Ostbo joked. 
“That's all it takes.” 

This year's race, the fourth event in 
the five-round Grand Slam Cham- 
pionship Series organized by Best in 
the Desert's Casey Folks, drew 113 
teams to the historic mining town of 
Tonopah, 200 miles northwest of Las 
Vegas. 

The racers were greeted by sunny, 
mild weather with highs around 80 
degrees, and rain two days before the 
race brought a welcome respite from 
the usual end-of-summer dust. 

The course was laid out in a figure 
eight, with a 36-mile loop to the east 
followed by a 40-mile loop towards the 
west. Most teams split the figure eight 
in half, with each rider tackling the 
same loop three times to make up the 
228-mile total, but Hamel and Ostbo 
rode one complete figure eight each 
and then split the final circuit. 

Ostbo described the course as 
“. . . unbelievable." 

"It was beautiful. You just can't

touch Casey (Folk's) courses," said 
Ostbo. '"There's nothing that difficult 
but there's so much difference in the 
terrain. You remember these courses 
forever." 

The Roeseler/Davis Kawasaki was 
on the front row of the time-adjusted 
starting grid and left the line promptly 
at eight a.m. The other racers followed, 
two bikes at a time every 30 seconds. 

Hamel powered off row three and 
made the most of the dust-free early 
running. “И was an excellent course 
and we couldn't have done any better 
with the rain and everything," said 
Hamel. “It made things awesome." 

Hamel passed all of the earlier 
starters during the first half of the 
figure eight. He entered the pits with 
Davis hard on his heels but was a 
minute ahead on adjusted time, as 
Roeseler took over for the second half 
of the loop. Hamel stretched the lead 
still further on the easterly loop and 
handed over to Ostbo almost two 
minutes ahead on adjusted time. 

Rapid opening loops were also 
turned in by the 250cc Pro Kawasaki 
team of Greg Zitterkopf and Dan 
Richardson, who were less than six 
minutes back on adjusted time in third 
overall at the first pit, and by Over- 
30 Pros Scot Harden and Jack John- 
son, who were running fourth on a 
KTM. 

The Kawasaki team of John Braasch 
and Jeff Kawell was making strides in 
the 125cc Pro division. “We had to take 
one of the power-valves out yesterday 
and we didn't think it was going to 


run at all, but Kawell passed the other 


two (125cc teams) on the first loop," 
said Braasch. “The bike ran so well, 
we're thinking about taking one of the 
power-valves out for the Baja 1000." 
Other bids for victory had not started 
with nearly as much promise. Open 
Pro Destry Abbott, who shared a KTM 
with Daryl Folks, suffered a flat just 
seven miles into his first loop. Over- 
30 Pros Lee Pearson and Danny 
Anderson discovered a rear brake that 
didn’t work and a kill switch that 
worked too well during their opening 
loop, and Over-30 Amateur Bill 


McVay, who planned to solo the 230 
miles, was losing ground before his 
race began. 

“My brake broke at the starting line 
and I had to go back to the ри,” McVay 
explained. “Ву the time I got back, 
everybody was gone. I was the last one 
out by 15 minutes." 

The trials continued as the second 
loop of the figure-eight course got 
underway. Open Pro brothers Mark 
and Jeff Lundgreen lost time after their 
Yamaha went down in a corner. “А 
rock punctured the cases. I had to push 
the bike around the mountain and 
back to the pits, then we had to change 
the clutch," said Mark Lundgreen. 

Dan Worley, who paired with Brian 
Schmuckle on an Over-30 Honda, rode 
his half of the figure eight on a flat 
иге that had to be zip-tied to the rim, 
and the Zitterkopf/Richardson charge 
was slowed when Richardson parted 
company with the bike just five miles 
into the second half of loop two. 

“I crashed in all the rocky, tight, 
virgin stuff going out and I got run 
over by my own motorcycle," said 
Richardson. “My confidence was 
pretty shaken up and the bars were bent 
way back." 

Problems also hit the front of the pack 
when Davis got a flat less than 10 miles 
into the second loop. “1 was right on 
Ostbo's tire going through a canyon 
when it happened," said Davis. “It was 
survival on the roads after that." 

Despite a helping hand from Hamel, 
the team lost a minute and a half 
changing the wheel at the midway pit, 
and Roeseler was four-and-a-half 
minutes off the time-adjusted lead 
when he set out into the second half 
of the loop. 

Roeseler's experience from the first 
circuit gave him a leg up on Ostbo 
and he closed in rapidly. Hard riding 
and a lucky break did the rest. 

"It was a pretty intense loop," said 
Roeseler. "I caught him and passed 
him about six miles before the end of 
the loop. I got pretty lucky because I 
caught him right where we jumped on 
a big wide road. You couldn't pass 
anywhere else.” 





Roeseler had the physical lead when 
he handed over to Davis for the start 
of the final loop, but Hamel, who took 
over from Ostbo just 30 seconds 
behind, was still half a minute up on 
adjusted time and refusing to call it 
quits. 

Third overall on adjusted time 
belonged to Zitterkopf and Richard- 
son, despite badly bent bars from 
Richardson's loop two crash, and the 
Utah duo of Brandon Gerber and Brent 
Fox was snapping at their heels in 
fourth. 

“We had a slow start," said Fox. “I 
had knee surgery a few months ago 
and it bothered me a lot, but the longer 
the race went on, the better we started 
doing." 

The same could be said for Over- 
30 Pros Scot Harden and Jack John- 
son, who were fifth overall on adjusted 
time and comfortably ahead of their 
closest Vet class rivals, Kenny Parry 
and Craig Adams. “I turned 40 today 
and I had a blast. This was so much 
fun," said Johnson. 

Tom Barbero and Bill Maxim were 
way out in front of the Over-40 Pros 
and George McQuiston and Paul Pitts 
were charging hard at the head of the 
Sportsmen pack. 

The tension increased as the final 
loop unfolded. The course was drying 
out fast, so the dust was mounting, and 
the terrain was becoming rougher and 
rougher. The combination took its toll 
and forced a change in Hamel's 
strategy with just 40 miles to go. 

"I planned to go the whole loop, 
but I started to get beat up and I 
couldn't get by Davis because the dust 
was too intense,” said Hamel. 

Both teams switched riders at the 
midway pit and the battle was on 
again. Roeseler was hard on the gas 
trying to stretch his physical lead into 
a time-adjusted lead, and Ostbo was 
all over the bike trying to hang onto 
his team's slender advantage. 

Halfway through the loop, with less 
than 20 miles between him and the 
checkered flag, Roeseler's confidence 
began to grow. “1 could look across 
the valley and see him and I knew I 
had a pretty good lead, but then I saw 
Hamel at the alternate pit." 

Hamel had stationed himself 11 
miles from the finish just in case and 
swung into action the moment Ostbo 
started to slow. 

"Paul was going to do the complete 
last 40 (miles) but at the alternate gas, 
he made a good call. He said 'Here, 
take it," said Hamel. “I knew exactly 
how much time I had to make up and 
I gave it everything I had all the way 
m." 

Roeseler was still in front when he 
crossed the finish line at the end of 
the six-hour sprint, but Hamel's last- 
ditch effort brought him home within 
one minute of his rival's finishing 
time. He shaved just 17 seconds off 
Roeseler's and Davis' total elapsed 
time, but that was enough for the 
Kawasaki/Answer/Yoko/Metzeler/ 
Pirelli/Maxima/F&L/Scotts/Trick/ 
Acerbis/Maier/Beam/ Backcanteen/ 
Don Joy/FMF/Shoei-backed Hamel/ 
Ostbo team to take the overall and the 
Open Pro Championship titles. 

"What a great race," said Hamel. “I 
couldn't have asked for a better day 
or a better partner, and everything 
went well. I never missed a corner and 
I never made a mistake." 

Kawasaki-backed Roeseler and 
Davis were less enthusiastic. “The flat 
tire early in the race was definitely a 
factor," said Roeseler. “Davis rode 30 
miles on it plus the time to change 
it. There's enough time to win it right 
there." 

А fast-paced third loop brought the

behind the leaders on adjusted time, 
and just one minute ahead of 250cc 
Pro winners  Zitterkopf and 
Richardson. 

"It was a fast course. My loop 
definitely could've used a 500," said 
Richardson. “There were places where 
I was going as fast as I could and those 
guys on the open bikes were just 
getting closer and closer." 

The Kawasaki team's closest rivals 
were Johnny Campbell and Jamie 
Campbell, who turned in a trouble- 
free run on their Honda to earn ninth 
in the overall standings. The Kawasaki 
KX250 team of Steve Ogren and Craig 
Hunter took third in class. 

Jack Johnson battled mechanical 
problems throughout his last 40 miles 
but held on to take the Over-30 Pro 
win by almost seven minutes over 
Kenny Parry and Craig Adams. 

“The muffler broke loose about а 
mile out on the last half of the last 
lap," said Johnson, who shared a КТМ 
with Scot Harden. “The exhaust 
started blowing on the rear brakes. I 
lost them about 15 miles out and I had 
to ride 25 miles with no rear brakes." 

“Ме didn't have any problems. They 
just rode better than us, that's all," said 
second-placed Adams. “Үом had to be 
careful out there. There were a lot of 
rocks, and the turn arrows were right 
on the corners. I overshot all of them.” 

Brian Schmuckle and Dan Worley 
overcame an off-the-course-and-down- 
a-canyon adventure early in the race 
and a flat tire later to claim third in 
the Vet division. 

The 125cc Pro honors went to John 
Braasch and Jeff Kawell, who finished 
lOth overall and more than half an 
hour up on second placed Charles 
Kline and Joseph Meyer. “We had two 
front flats — one for the whole last 
loop," said Meyer, who was unim- 
pressed with the course. “АП it was, 
was a bunch of stutter bumps,” he said. 

The Over-38 Pro win went to Tom 
Barbero and Bill Maxim іп 215 
overall. “We had a 32-minute lead 
going into the last lap. I could've 
stopped for lunch," said Maxim. 

Paul Pitts brought the Suzuki he

“I’m so tired I can't even move my 
arms," said Pitts. "Half way through 
my last lap I crapped out. I almost had 
to stop and cry, I was so tired, but I 
saw second place's dust way back and 
I didn't have time." 

The next Experts to cross the line 
were Scott Glimp and Floyd Bradley 
in the Over-25 class, with Over-30 
Experts Kevin Bogue and Jeff Boyd 
just eight seconds behind them. 

A close race in the Open Expert 
division was won by the Andy Nelson/ 
Skipp Cohenour Kawasaki duo in 27th 
overall. cN

Fay assumed the lead early in the 
race after holeshot artist Aaron Hill 
retired with mechanical failures, and 


the 33-year-old former Team Honda 


rider went on to lead every lap from 
that point on. Carr suffered a lack- 
luster start and gained on Fay in the 
closing stages of the race, but was 
unable to find a way past. 

Second was more than good 
enough for Carr, though, as he ended 
the series with a sizable point lead 
over series runner-up Larry Pegram 
who did not compete. Rex Fisher 


rounded out the top three positions 


and stood on the final step of the 
winner's box. 

Fay earned $2500 of the $15,000 
purse and received an additional $500 
from an anonymous donor for ending 
Carr's 600cc National win streak. 


Time trials 


Of the 62 riders who took qualifying 
laps, Carr rounded the track the fastest 
and along the way shattered the track 
record. Carr stopped the clocks at 21.90 
seconds and eclipsed the record of 22.27 
that he set at last year's event. Andy 
Tresser III was second fastest with a 
22.03, while Rick Hocking and three- 
tüme Grand National Champion Jay 
Springsteen rounded out the four 
fastest qualifiers and would sit on the 
poles of their respective heats. Fisher 
and Randy Roose were fifth and sixth 
fastest, respectively, апа would join 


Carr, Tresser, Hocking and Spring- 
steen in the five-lap $3000 Budweiser 
Shootout. 


Heats 


As fastest qualifier, Carr chose to 
start the first 10-lap heat race on the 
inside pole. Steve Hyson grabbed the 
holeshot ahead of Speedy Kell, Joe 
Kopp and Carr, but by lap two Kell 
had assumed the lead and Carr had 
passed Kopp for third. By lap four, 
Carr had turned up the wick and 
smoked past Hyson and Kell to take 
over the lead. At the finish, Carr led 
Kell, Hyson and Gary Strode across the 
line. Carr and Kell would head for the 
main, but the rest would have to 
compete in a semi. 

Heat two saw Russ Yamamoto grab 
the initial lead over Fay, J.P. Simonsen 
and Ben Bostrom. Fay wasted little 
time and blasted into the lead, leaving 
Yamamoto to deal with a hard- 
charging Simonsen. On lap four, 
Simonsen went under Yamamoto, but 
got a little too close and made contact. 
Yamamoto went down and Simonsen 
flew off the groove. Bostrom, Dan 
Stanley and Andy Tresser were quick 
to react and slid past the floundering 
Simonsen. With that, the finishing 
positions were set and Fay led Bostrom 
into the main, while the others would 
have to try again. 

John Wincewicz led the third heat 
until Rick Hocking and Jeff Annen 
tangled and brought out the red flag. 
On the restart, Hill grabbed the lead 
and led from start to finish. Wincewicz 
held on for second and a direct transfer, 
while Hocking and Randy Roose 
finished a close third and fourth, but 
out of luck. 

The last heat saw a classic battle 
between Fisher and Springsteen. 
Fisher grabbed the holeshot and fended 
off the repeated charges of Springsteen 
throughout the race. At the finish, it 
was Fisher who prevailed and led 
Springsteen into the main. Brett 
Landes topped Mike Dillon in a battle 
for third, but both would compete in 
a semi. 


Semis 
Three eight-lap semis that offered 


three transfer positions each rounded 
out the field for the National. 

Rick Henson got the best of the 
competition in the first semi and led 
Tresser and Jeff Eklund into the main. 
Roose, Strode and Simonsen led the 
way in the second heat and earned 
spots in the show, while Kirk Strong, 
Hocking and Stanley earned the last 
three transfer spots in the third and 
final semi. 


Budweiser Shootout 


Fast qualifier Carr again chose the 
inside pole at the start of the five-lap 
Budweiser Shootout, but и was Hock- 
ing who led the charge into turn one 
with Roose, Springsteen, Carr, Fisher 
and Tresser in hot pursuit. Roose 
overtook Hocking on lap two, while 
Carr began to work towards the front. 
By lap three, Carr had motored into 
second and began to hound Roose for 
the lead. 

On the last lap, Carr charged into 
turn one and rode the outside line past 
Roose and into the lead. At the 
checkered flag it was Carr, Roose, 
Hocking, Fisher, Tresser and Spring- 
steen. Carr pocketed $1500 for his five- 
lap sprint. 


National 


When the 17 riders sped off the line 
at the start of the 25-lap National, Hill 
led Fay, Fisher and Springsteen 
through the first turn. Carr was caught 
sleeping and entered the first turn 
seventh. 

While the leading foursome began 
to pull away, Carr went to work and 
began to pick off the riders ahead of 
him. By the fourth lap, Carr had moved 
up to fifth and began to reel in the 
lead pack. At the same time, leader Hill 
coasted off the track with a dead 
machine and Fay assumed the lead 
position. 

Carr caught up to Springsteen on 
lap five, but it took six laps of probing 
to find his way past the former champ 
and into third. After passing Spring- 
steen, Carr reeled in Fisher and sha- 
dowed him for two laps before making 
his move. 

Carr stormed past Fisher on lap 14 
and set out after Fay, who enjoyed a 
comíortable lead. After four perfect 
laps, Carr closed within a bike length 
of Fay, but couldn't find the advantage 
needed to take over first. 

Fay held his lines and seemed to find 
just as much traction as Carr. Fay 
matched Carr move for move, even in 
the quick left- and right-hand turns 
before the jump that Carr 1$ fastest 
through. 

As the race wound down, it became

apparent that the Maxima/Fardig 
Racing/Bell/Paul Peiroli/Lester's 
Machine/Rick Berry/JT USA/Vince 
and Jeannie Holt/Screwy Designs/ 
Jim Roseth/Works Performance/Dirt 
Track Plates-sponsored Rotax 600 of 
Fay was out front for good. 

Fay greeted the checkered flag with 
a three bike length lead over Carr, 
while Fisher and Springsteen finished 
in close formation a few seconds later. 

While Fay took his victory lap, he 
repeatedly thrust his fists into the air 
and rode along the wall as the fans 
screamed their approval. At the end of 
his lap, Fay spun a few donuts for the 
crowd before dropping his bike and 
nearly jumping into the partisan 
crowd. 

` “It felt so great,” said Fay. “I started 
to get a little nervous because my 
header pipe cracked on lap 18, just 
about the time that Carr caught me. 
It seemed to slow down, so I just held 
on and tried to ride the line with the 
most traction. 

“The track was a little narrow and 
a lot harder than usual, but I'm not 
going to complain." 

"Im happy for Mickey, he rode 
really well," said Carr, ever gracious 
in defeat. “I didn't get a great start and 
it took me a while to work through 
the pack. I was being a little careful 
and I didn't want to take any unec- 
cessary chances and get hurt before the 
last two Camel Pro races." 


Junior National 


David Anderson grabbed the hole- 
shot at the start of the 15-lap Junior 
National, with Jake Zamke, Gary 
Strode and Ryan Anderson giving 
chase. Strode lost control and crashed 
in turn one, leaving Ryan Anderson 
nowhere to go but over the bars. Ryan 
Anderson took a trip to the hospital 
to get stitches in his lip, while the 
others lined up for the restart. 

David Anderson again had the 
fastest clutch hand and led Zemke 
through turn one. Brett Landes started 
third and came to life on lap two. 
Landes sailed past Anderson and 
Zemke as he negotiated the jump and 
took over the point position. 

On lap five, Ron Brown passed 
Zemke in three and four, as did 
Simonsen one lap later. Brown also got 
past Anderson and into second, but by 
that time Landes was long gone. 

With two laps to go, Simonsen 
zapped Anderson, who crashed a few 
seconds later in the turn approaching 
the jump. Zemke plowed into the 
downed Anderson, went over the bars 
and suffered a broken hand. The red 
flag flew on the last lap, thus giving 
everyone five more laps to compete. 

At the restart, Landes was not about 
to surrender his lead and shot off the 
line ahead of Simonsen, Russ Yama- 








moto and Brown. Brown nipped 
Yamamoto for third, but other than 
that, the finishing positions were set. 
Landes crossed the checkered flag in 
first, ahead of Simonsen, Brown and 
Yamamoto. 

“I just tried to stay cool and ride 
smart," said Landes, who lists his 
sponsors as Lillie R&D, АХО, Arai, 
Zoom and Motion Pro. 


Pro-Am 


Jeff Anderson grabbed the holeshot 
at the start of the main and never 
looked back as he extended his lead 
to a full straightaway over the rest of 
the pack.

FAIRMONT, WV, SEPT. 20 

he 10th round of the Grand National 

Cross Country Series proved to be a 

historic one for both motorcycle man- 
ufacturer Suzuki and the nation of 
Czechoslovakia, as Jan Hrehor stormed to 
the overall win at the Hardrock 100. 
Hrehor, piloting a Suzuki RMX250, 
became the first non-American to win a 
round of the GNCC series and only the 
second rider in off-road history to win an 
AMA National Reliability Enduro, 
National Hare Scrambles and GNCC 
overall in the same season. And with 
teammate Steve Hatch finishing second 
overall, Suzuki was able to claim the top 
two positions at a cross country National 
for the first time ever. 

"] felt that today would be a good day 
when I went to the starting line and saw 
that the organizers had placed a Czech 
flag by some others along the starting 
line,” said Hrehor. “That was a good sign 
at first but then I realized that it was 
upside down and maybe a bad sign. Now 
I know that it was good." 

Hrehor bettered New York's Hatch by 


just under three minutes in a race that 
lasted two hours and 54 minutes. 
Finishing third overall was KTM 
America's Jeff Russell, the defending 


‘AMA National Enduro champ and the 


only other rider to pull off a National 
Enduro, Hare Scrambles and GNCC win 
in one season (91). Doug Blackwell 
placed fourth in the final tally with Vet A 
class winner Tim Shephard a surprising 
fifth overall. 

Joining Hrehor and Shephard at the 
top of the class results were sixth overall 
Gene Onail (250cc A), seventh-overall fin- 
isher Jared Green (Four-Stroke A), Robert 
Tominello (200cc A), and Yamaha pilot 
Tom Harris (Open A). 

Honda's Scott Summers, who has 
already wrapped up his third-straight 
cross country series title, was an early 
drop-out when his motorcycle heat-seized 
after the drain plug fell out of his normal- 
ly bullet-proof XR600. And Scott 
Plessinger, the KTM rider who is current- 
ly challenging Summers for the National 
Hare Scrambles title, passed on the 


Hardrock event in order to prepare for the 
upcoming Indiana National Hare 
Scrambles. 

The Hardrock event, located in north- 
ern West Virginia, is notorious for its 
rocky terrain and difficult hillclimbs. The 
centerpiece of this year's course was a 
three-route quarter-mile climb, with each 
level named according to its difficulty fac- 
tor: Papa Hill, Mama Hill and Baby Hill. 
After several top riders became entangled 
with one another at the top of Papa Hill, 
only a few of the nearly 200 entered riders 
tried the steepest (and shortest) line to the 
top, Hrehor among them. The entire 
course measured approximately 10 miles 
per lap in length and lap times hovered 
around the 26-minute mark throughout 
the seven-lap race. 

Steve McSwain blasted into the early 
lead when the green flag dropped to start 
the event. McSwain was competing 
aboard a '93 Suzuki RM250 after recently 
ending his affiliation with Kawasaki Team 
Green. McSwain's former teammate Doug 
Blackwell was hot on his heels, while 


Summers, Hatch and Duane Conner all 
collided in the second corner. Hrehor's 
luck started out poorly as he four-kicked 
his machine to life when the green flag 
dropped, leaving him last in the Pro class. 
By the time the leaders hit the two-mile 
marker, Summers was holding on to the 
top position and was showing no signs of 
the wrist injury that has troubled him 
throughout the summer. He attacked the 
Papa Hill successfully and was 30 seconds 


clear of the rest of the field when disaster 


struck. 

"The bike completely locked up at the 
six-mile mark," said Summers. "It appears 
that the drain plug was loose and just 
spun itself out. The oil ran out and it just 
came to a stop. It's just one of those things 
that happens every now and then. That 
was a sobering experience, but I'm just 
glad it happened now when I don't need 
the points rather than when I'm in con- 
tention for a title.... like next week." 

Summers walked to a checkpoint and 
received a ride back to the pits. He 
returned to the bike with a bottle of oil and 
a plug and was able to get back into the 
race for a few late laps with the leaders. 

As Summers stood on the side of the 
track, Hatch and Hrehor raced past him 
and into the lead positions. A stack-up at 
the Papa Hill was instigated by Terry 
Cunningham, who flipped his Kawasaki 
KDX200 at the top of the incline. That 
briefly trapped Conner, Russell and sever- 
al other early contenders in the middle of 
the hill and allowed the Suzuki duo to get 
away before anyone could recover. 

At the end of the first lap Hatch was 13 


- seconds ahead of Hrehor, while Russell 


held third at a 35-second deficit. Conner, 
Blackwell, McSwain and Gary Roach 
filled in the chase positions. 

Before the completion of the second 
lap, Hrehor worked his way into the lead 
and settled into an early pace that allowed 
the charging Russell back into the chase. 

"1 came up on Jan and Steve and they 
were just kind of cruising," said Russell. "I 
was really glad to see that, because it gave 
me a chance to catch my breath and settle 
down a little, but after everyone gassed 
we really took off, especially Jan." 

Hrehor waited until the fourth lap to 
try to make a break from Hatch and 
Russell. Within one lap he held a lead of 
21 seconds; by the end of the race he had 
extended his comfort zone to nearly three 
minutes. 

"The track and the bike worked very 
well for me and I am happy to win two in 
a row,” said the 28-year-old Hrehor, 
adding his recent Pennsylvania hare 
scrambles win to his first-ever GNCC 
overall victory. “I was starting to think 
that I might not ever win, but now I hope 
that I have made Suzuki very happy for 
helping me come here.” 

The last time a Suzuki won a GNCC 
overall was in1988. 

Hatch’s runner-up finish was a career- 
best cross-country finish for him as well; 
he was just more than two minutes ahead 
of Russell at the checkered flag. For his 
own part, Russell partially blamed his 
sudden fifth-lap fade on a blown rear 
shock that made circulating the Hardrock 
course a painful experience. 

“My back hasn't felt like this in a long 
time,” said Russell, who was using the 
race to prepare for the upcoming National 
Enduro stretch run. Blackwell finished 
fourth overall after experiencing some 
bike problems of his own. Fifth in the 
class went to Conner. 

Shephard's inspired performance in 
the Vet A class marked a season-high fin- 
ish for the 33-year-old Yamaha pilot. The 
Ohio resident managed to build himself a 
lead of over seven minutes on Rick Kresic 
in the Plus-30 class. Third-place went to . 
Jeff Murgel. 

Kawasaki-mounted Gene Onail 
stormed to sixth overall and the 250cc A 
class win. The 24-year-old Ohio rider held 








а sizeable lead on class runner-up Dwain 
Miller at the end of the run. Miller was 
another four minutes ahead of Duane 
Sprouse, the third-fastest 250cc A rider. 

Robert Tominello returned to form in 
the 200cc A class and his win moved clos- 
er to claiming the class title. Series rival 
Chad Froman finished right on 
Tominello's heels in the closest class battle 
of the day. Tominello led throughout the 
contest, but Froman's late-race surge 
brought him to within two bikelengths of 
the race win.-Jeff Lauth rounded out the 
top three in the class.

MIDDLEBURY, IN, SEPT. 20 

he Iron Horseman Motorcycle Club 

hosted its fall running of the short- 

est and possibly most challenging 
hill on the AMA Pro Hillclimb Series. 
Series points-leader Tim Frazier brought 
home top honors in the 540cc class, 
while his father-in-law, Lou Gerencer 
Sr., did the same in the 800cc class and 
jumped to sixth overall in the series. 
Less than 200 feet from start to finish, 
the Iron Horseman hill got the best of 


many of its challengers and left no 


doubt as to its difficulty. 

The field of competitors was thinner 
than it was at the season opener, which 
was held at the same location. In the 
800cc class, Mark Swem, Doug Klont, 
Tom Chatterton and Lou Gerencer Jr. all 
missed the event due to injuries. 
Unfortunately, Swem and Klont's 
injuries will leave them out for the bal- 
ance of the season. Leon Everett and 
John Hislop, both in the 540cc class, 
were injured last week at Bushkill 
Valley, and it's uncertain if they'll be 
able to compete again this year. Luckily, 
despite some eye-popping flips and 
spills on the Iron Horseman hill, every- 
one walked away from the event with- 
out serious injury. 

The 540cc class opened up the day, 
with the top timing lights set at 145 feet. 
The mark was lower than it was at the 
June event, and that suited the riders 
just fine. The hill had a steep jump at 30 


feet and resumed its angle at 90 feet. 
Riders had to ride full-throttle when 
they touched down to set a competitive 
time. : 

"The angle over the top of the hill is 
so steep that the farther you jump out, 
the farther you are off the ground," said 
Lou Gerencer Jr., whose back injury rel- 
egated him to the role of spectator. "To 
leave the throttle open through the 
lights at any higher position makes you 
catch a lot of air. I've bent my frame 
about three times here, but it shouldn't 
be too bad today." ) 

Mike Pulver started the day off on а 
fresh hill with a cleanly executed 3.6283- 
second run. Rookie Aaron Brown 
backed off the throttle at the 135-foot 
mark, costing him about a 10th of a sec- 
ond. Brown turned in a 3.7219-second 
run. Scott Everett cut a swift time of 
3.5283 on his Triumph, setting the fast 
time for Frazier to challenge on his BSA. 
Frazier, president of the AMA Pro 
Hillclimb Association, didn't pull it off 
as he got a sluggish start and barely 
cleared the second breaker to turn a 
3.6094-second pass. 

Paul Pinsonnault, who is currently 


‘second place in the point-standings, had 


similar troubles in round one. 
Pinsonnault got a clean start and his 
Honda bested Frazier's time, but left 
Everett out in front by three-hundredths 
of a second.

"My start felt good," Pinsonnault 
said. "On the first breaker I clipped 
something and it threw me a little 
crooked in the air, but I managed to 
straighten out with the throttle and a lit- 
tle body English. The hill is a lot softer 
than I thought." 

The only other rider in the round to 
challenge Everett's time was Alan 
Hoskins on his Honda, with a clean 
3.5554-second run at the hill. Hoskins 
had so much speed out of the hole that 
he easily cleared the second breaker. 

Top-five riders Ted Wilkins and 
Steve Dresser both had sluggish runs; 
Wilkins suffered clutch problems at the 
110-foot mark, and Dresser caught too 


much air on the jump. The round ended · 


with Everett, Pinsonnault, Hoskins, 
Frazier and Brown holding the top five 
spots. 

The 800cc bikes began with the hill 
slightly rutted from the earlier runs. 
Gerencer Sr. was the first 800cc rider to 


get under four seconds, with а 3.3874 · 


time. Team USA's Randy Gabriel came 
close with a 3.646-second run on his 
Harley-Davidson. Charlie Casey, win- 
ner of the June event, couldn't repeat 
his winning performance in round one. 
Casey got a clean holeshot but fell on 
the recovery and stopped at 75 feet. 


Wade Williams had a promising start- 


but landed sluggishly through the 
breaker and clocked a time of 3.8058 sec-

onds. Jeff Yoder had a spectacular run, 
jumping too high and landing at the 90- 


J 
foot mark with the rear wheel kicked 


out to the right. When Yoder regained 
control he was far out of bounds on the 
left side, and he knocked out the timing 
light and sent his Harley flying riderless 
into the woods. 

Harry Schreiber’s Harley looked 
smooth but turned a 3.7707-second time, 
leaving leader Gerencer with a comfort- 
able margin. Gerencer’s time stuck 
throughout the round. Greg Williams 
topped the hill with a 3.5836-second 
climb aboard his Honda. The last rider 
in the class was Team USA's leader Tom 
Reiser. His Harley jumped just high 
enough to hook up perfectly on the back 
side of the second breaker, setting up a 
3.4060-second pass. The round ended 
with Gerencer Sr., Reiser, Williams, 
Gabriel and Schreiber in first through 
fifth, respectively. 

The second and final run in the 
540cc class saw Mike Pulver unable to 
beat his round one time, leaving him 
down in the pack. Brown, who was in 
fifth place, also faltered on his second 
run after spending too much time in 
the air. Everett, who was in front in the 
first half, couldn't improve his time 
and left the round with four of the 
class' top five riders yet to make their 
final runs. Fourth after the first round, 
Frazier made good on his second 
attempt, lining up in an established rut, 
clearing the jump and topping the hill 
in 3.4804 seconds. 

“I didn't change anything from the 
first round, but then I spun too much 
because | set up in a new track," Frazier 
said. "The second time, I set up in a rut, 
got a better start off the line and got a 
better launch on the hill." 













Steve Dresser launched his Suzuki to 
seventh place in the 540cc class. 


Pinsonnault had trouble on his final 
run. As he landed from the jump, his 
back wheel whipped slightly to the 
right. Pinsonnault recovered quickly, 
but his bobble cost him at least a tenth 
of a second, and he turned in a weak 
3.6866-second time. Wilkins improved 
on his time by a half-second but 
couldn't break the 3.8 mark. Dresser had 
a good run going but dropped a chain at 
140 feet and Hoskins crashed after the 
jump. The day ended for the 540s with 
Frazier, Everett, Pinsonnault, Hoskins 
and Pulver in front. 

At this point, ruts running both up 
the hill and across.the hill from various 
out-of-bounds runs were deeply estab- 
lished on the course. Gabriel improved 
his time by clearing the jump and nearly 
going off the course to the left, turning 
in a 3.5408-second run. Williams landed 
hard on the second hill, bouncing him 
out at 80 feet. Schreiber lined up in the 
center on his Harley, but was thrown far 
to the left off the jump and nearly went 
out of bounds. Schreiber saved it 
though, hooking up nicely at the 80-foot 
mark and setting the best time with a 
3.2978-second pass. 

The balance of the round went with- 
out anyone threatening Schreiber's time 
until Gerencer Sr. took his second pass. 
Gerencer Sr. chose one of the established 
ruts for his stunning round-two start. 

“I turned the throttle on harder this 
second run," said Gerencer Sr. "The first 
run I didn't turn it on all the way, 
because I didn't want to jump too high. I 
knew that wasn't fast enough, so I 
cranked it a little harder, and then shut 
it off (on the jump). It seemed to work!" 

No one left in the round could 
improve on Gerencer's run, including 
Steve Krauter. Krauter put all he had 
into his run, but his bike got too vertical 
on the jump and barrel-rolled out of 
bounds. Williams also lined up in a rut, 
but couldn't make up for positions lost 
when Gerencer took the top spot. 
Despite the relatively poor finishes by 
Wade and Greg Williams, their consis- 
tent performance left them in first and 
second, respectively, in the point stand- 
ings. The day ended with Gerencer, 
Schreiber, Reiser, Gabriel and Greg 
Williams on top. €N

20 

ust one week after writing his 

second-career Grand National win 

into the record books at the Fresno 
Mile, Larry Pegram took to the pave- 
ment and earned the Motorcycle 
Asphalt Racing Series (MARS) title by 
winning both the 600 and 750cc main 
events at the Carolina Harley- 
Davidson Dealers-sponsored Great 
Smoky Mountains National Cham- 
pionship, held on Asheville Speed- 
way's half-mile paved oval.

Pegram of winning the MARS cham- 
pionship.

Besides earning $1000 1n the 600cc class 
and $2300 for his 750cc win, Pegram 
also claimed the biggest chunk of the 
prize money in the 600 and 750cc Dash 
For Cash races. 

Harley-Davidson pilots Terry Poo- 
vey and Robert Lewis followed Pegram 
across the finish line in the 600cc class, 
while Greg Sims and Steve Burkholder 
motored their Harley-Davidson 
XR750s home second and third, respec- 
tively, in the 750cc class. Will Davis, 
the 1990 MARS Champion and points 
leader entering the race, did not 
compete due to injuries incurred 
earlier in the year at the Indy Mile 
round of the Camel Pro Series, and 
19931 MARS Champion Rusty Rogers 
opted to sit out the final round in order 
to concentrate on the remaining Camel 
Pro races.

Hebb 
held down second early in the race but 
couldn't hold off a determined Sims.

Decker dynamic at Barona Oaks

RAMONA, СА, SEPT. 20 
n only the third Pro race of his career, 
Craig Decker successfully held off 
Danos Huffman and Shaun Kalos 
at Barona Oaks to score his first-ever Pro 
race win. Decker used a 3-1 moto score 
to earn the 250cc Pro division win, and 
turned in a stunning performance in the 
125cc Pro class to finish runner-up to 
two-time Western Regional 125cc Super- 
cross Champion Jeremy McGrath. 
In the first 250cc Pro moto, Decker 
screamed into the lead at the start, 


followed by Shaun Kalos and Tim 


Telford. Damon Huffman had a poor 
start but began to make up for it almost 
immediately, moving into fourth place 
by the end of the first lap. Meanwhile, 
the leading Decker started to pull away 
from Kalos. On the third lap, Huffman 
got by Telford in the rocker section to 
take over the third spot, but Decker and 
Kalos had stretched their lead 
substantially. 

Lap four proved to be a disaster for 
Decker when his bike slipped out from 
under him in a fast sweeper. This 
allowed Kalos to get by, and let Huffman 
catch up. Huffman only needed one 
more lap to get by Decker over a quad- 
jump section and take over second place. 

Back in the pack, a good race was 
going on for the fourth spot, with 
Telford working hard to keep Don 
Upton from getting around him. Kalos 
had built up too much of a lead for 
Huffman to make up, and Decker was 
alone in third. The best action on the 
last lap was between Telford and Upton. 
Upton tried every trick in the book, but 
couldn't find a way around Telford, 
making the final finishing order Kalos, 
Huffman, Decker, Telford and Upton. 

Moto two again saw Decker get the 
holeshot ahead of Kalos, Tony Amaradio 
and Ray McIntosh. Huffman got a 
terrible start for the second time and had 
to work his way to the front the hard 
way. He passed two riders on the second 
lap for fourth, and inherted third place 
on the next lap when Amaradio got off 
hard and was knocked out of the race. 

With Decker all alone in first place, 
he pulled out a huge lead, and on lap 
four, Huffman motored by Kalos in the 
back section of the track. On lap three, 


Upton jumped all the way from seventh 
to fourth, followed in fifth by Telford. 
Huffman put on a big push, but there 
wasn't enough time for him to reel in 
Decker. A 3-1 moto tally netted Decker 
the overall ahead of Huffman. Third 
place went to Kalos, and Upton rounded 
out the top four. 

Once again, it was Decker getting off 
to a great start in the first 125cc Pro moto, 
but he met with disaster at the end of 
the rocker section when he and Ryan 
Hughes tangled, taking out about four 
riders. The mishap handed the lead to 
McGrath. Taking over in second place 
was Craig Canoy, followed by Kalos, 
Dean Pagel and Huffman. Just before 
the end of the first lap Huffman made 
a move on Pagel, who was able to counter 
and get back around. Huffman was able 
to make a pass stick at the end of the 
rocker section, and he set his sights on 
third-place Kalos. 

Out front, McGrath rode flawlessly 
and nobody could challenge him. 

On lap three, Pagel, Kalos and 
Huffman all entered the rockers together 
and Huffman was able to get by Kalos, 
while Pagel maintained second spot. It 
took almost another full lap before 
Huffman was able to get by Pagel in 
a fast sweeper. 

After dropping all the way back to 10th 
spot at the end lap one after falling, 
Decker rode like a man possessed, 
moving up to fifth by lap four. Kalos 
was able to get by Pagel in the canyon 
section on lap four, and Decker followed 
suit by passing Pagel over the triple j Jump 
one lap later. 

Decker set his sights on Kalos, and it 
took only one more lap for Decker to 
get by him through the rocker section. 
The race ended with McGrath way out 
in front of Huffman, with Decker still 
in third and Kalos fourth. 

- Huffman grabbed the lead at the start 
of the second moto and was running 
away from the pack when he got a flat 
rear tire and had to pull off and settle 
for a fifth overall on the day. 

At the end of the sixth lap, Hughes 
took the inside line over the big double 
and block-passed his way into first place. 

The last lap offered some of the tightest 


racing of the day, with Decker trying 
every trick he knew to get around 
Hughes, but the more-experienced 
Hughes wasn't about to let him by. This 
handed third-place-finisher McGrath the 
overall win ahead of Decker, and third 


overall went to Hughes. €N

International BoTT 


Britten breaks the ice 
at Assen

M 


echanical visionary John Brit- 
ten has finally landed the first 
major victory for his New 
Zealand-built, self-made race bike, 
with a narrow victory for rider Andrew 
Stroud in the major Battle of The 
Twins road race of the European 
season at Assen. And he wasn't even 
there to witness it! Britten is currently 
finalizing plans to commence produc- 
tion of the carbon-framed V-1100 V- 
twin Britten, and had to stay behind 
in New Zealand to supervise fitting out 
the factory, rather than travel to 
Holland with the race bike. 

Possibly the finest field of twin- 
cylinder racers ever assembled for a 
single race saw pole position taken by 
Japanese ace Shinichiro Ohura on the 
TDM-engined Over Racing Yamaha 
900, ahead of local Dutchman Carl 
Hengerman on an 888 Ducati. Stroud 
qualified third on the grid after 
problems with the Britten's injection 
setup with a new silencer made to beat 
Assen's strict 1054Ва noise test. 
Rounding out the front row were 
Dutch BoTT champion Gijs Portegem 
on another Ducati 888, and Britain's 
Alan Cathcart on the works Bimota 
Tesi. Only 40 riders qualified for the 
race, out of 57 accepted entries from 
12 different countries. 

German BoTT ace Jens Hoffmann 
jumped пио the lead at the start on 
his 888 Ducati, with Stroud hanging 
back on the Britten, and Chura and 
Cathcart mired in midfield after bad 
starts. Both started to make up posi- 
tions riding in tandem, as Stroud 
moved into the lead on lap four, and 
Hartmut Muller fell back from second 
place with an overheating German- 
entered Norton Rotary. 

Ohura and Cathcart were up to 
fourth and fifth places, when the 
Bimota began to slow with a leaking 
coolant hose, leaving the Japanese 
rider to forge ahead alone. 

Stroud had slowed once in the lead, 
maybe too much as Ohura put on a 
massive charge, closing right up to the 
Britten on the last lap and coming 
within a yard of outbraking the Kiwi 





bike going into the final chicane. But | 


Stroud held on to make the flag with 
a razor-thin margin of victory — Just 
0.02 seconds, or less than a machine 
length — with Hoffman third by ап 
almost equally narrow margin from 
Finland's BoTT champion Juha Kyl- 
lonen on another Ducati. 

‘Tm so thankful we've finally won 
a big one, as much for John as for 
myself," said an exultant Stroud. 
“After losing so many certain wins for 
minor problems, I just prayed that 
everything held together this time, and 
it did. I just wish John could have been 
here to see it — now we have to go 
and call him with the news. It's the 
middle of the night back: home, and 
I know he won't have had a wink of 
sleep till he hears the result!" 

Why so slow once he hit the front? 
“We still don't have the bike dialed 
in properly with the new silencer," 
said Stroud. "John had to make it 
without being able to test it on the bike, 
so we went in cold with it and really 
need some more track time to repro- 
gram the injection — it's way too rich. 
But it worked; this win is more 
satisfying than riding in 500 GPs!" 

Ohura and Cathcart both had con- 


solation wins in the main support 
races, the Japanese rider taking a 
fairytale win in the Sound of Singles 
(SoS) race, after starting dead last in 
the 40-bike field on the Over Racing 
Yamaha SRX he took to victory at 
Assen last year. 

After blowing the motor in the only 
dry qualifying season, Ohura failed to 
make the cut out of the 55-bike field, 
but was allowed to start from the last 
row by the organizers with the agree- 
ment of all the other riders. He repaid 
the favor by a breathtaking charge 
through the field, placing 32nd after 
the first of the 12 laps, but pulling 
through to pass 500cc GP rider Cees 
Doorakkers, who was on the Harris 
Yamaha SRX, on the very last lap in 
the ultra-fast S-bend in the middle of 
the back straight. 

Doorakkers made a determined 
attempt to re-snatch the lead at the 
final chicane, but failed, crossing the 
line .34 of a second behind the Japanese 
rider in another nail-biting finish. 

British BoTT champion Dave Mor- 
ris was third on his Harris-Suzuki 
DR750, while Frenchman Bertrand 
Sebileau underlined the appeal and 
variety of the SoS class with fourth 
place on the Husaberg-engined Tuc- 
son Vega, a lightweight French-built 
contender scaling less than 220 pounds 
against the 286 pounds-plus of bigger 
Suzuki-powered bikes, so compensat- 
ing for the reduced power from its 
smaller engine. 

In the other main support class for 
two-valve twins and triples, Cathcart 
scored an easy victory by over 36 
seconds on the British-built three- 
cylinder Saxon-Laverda, the first 
International win for the innovatory 
Motodd chassis with a radical front end 
design which, like the BoT T-winning 


Britten, also does without telescopic ` 


forks. 
Assen '92 was a good day for alter- 
native technology, but especially for 


the fertile mind of John Britten. cN

Jon Rufe put his Yamaha YZ250 into the 
winners circle via a second moto win in the 
250cc Beginner class at round one of the Cycle

The three riders had opened up a 10-second 
lead by midmoto when Rufe misjudged the 
last section of whoops, which resulted in a 
soil sample dropping him from the lead back 
to a distant third. 

Up front it was now Gergel’s turn to soar 
off the Maxima step-down. Thrift was 
running a strong second, but Rufe was up 
and charging hard and had closed the gap 
between himself and Thrift. 

With the white flag signaling one more lap, 
it was now or never for Rufe. When he entered 
the whoops, Rufe doubled his way past Thrift 
only to fall vicum to the very same section 
of whoops as he had earlier. 

Thrift avoided Rufe and continued his 
pursuit of the leader, but time had run out, 
and it was Gergel taking the checkered in moto 
one. Thrift took home second followed by 
Rufe, Michael Tucker, and rounding out the 
top five was Tim Walker. 

Moto two saw Hill make a reappearance, 
as he grabbed another holeshot, avoiding a 
first turn pile-up and then another in turn 
two. He managed to stay on two wheels, but, 
as he slowed for the jump that claimed him 
in moto one, the pack soard over him. 

Rufe headed the pack with Walker running 
a breath їп front of Tim Ryker, Paul Jennings 
and charging up into fifth was Thrift. Thrift 
had been stuck in the turn two pile-up but 
was not challenging for fourth. 

Jennings handed fourth over to Thrift when 
he washed out just before the finish-line jump, 
Ryker was passed down the front straightaway 
by the Kawasaki pilot, and he quickly reeled- 
in Gergel. 

Thrift made his move for second in the 
whoops and doubled his way by Gergel, but 
Rufe was enjoying a huge lead as he took 
the white flag. Thrift never let off, but the 
best he was able to do was close the gap by 
a few seconds, as Rufe took the checkered flag 
and the overall win.

Foster wins, but Graves bags 
the bucks at LVIS Road Race

LAS VEGAS, NV, SEPT. 5-6 

The AMA/CCS Southwest Regional road race 
grids swelled to an all-time high on Labor 
Day weekend at Las Vegas International 
Speedway. Suzuki Cup money and an upcom- 
ing National race in southern California 
tempted racers from seven states to compete 
and tune their machines. Although Mark 
Foster claimed the most victories, the big 
money winner was Suzuki-mounted Chuck 
Graves. 

Graves pocketed $1250 of Suzuki Cup 
money that was offered during the trio of 
Supersport races. Graves won two of the 
sprints after a third-place finish in the 
Unlimited. The Heavyweight Supersport was 
red-flagged on the first lap due to riders down 
in turn one. After the restart, Graves motored 
to a confident first. 

In the Middleweight Supersport, a grid of 
over 40 entries forced a two-wave start — 
something that has not been done for years 
in the Southwest Region. Traffic was a major 
obstacle, since the experts began moving 


through the amateurs in lap five. Graves, 
riding a GSXR600, came from a third-row grid 
to finish first. Don Canet finished second. 





Foster easily won the Lightweight and 
Middleweight GP sprints. His first-place 
finish in Unlimited GP, however, was amidst 
some controversy. Bruce Tebo’s front-runnin 
Suzuki GSXR1100 blew a motor and start 
smoking after just a few laps, and oil spilled 
on the track. All the riders slowed down, but 
track officials decided against red-flagging the 
race. Instead, the surface condition flag 
appeared, and Tebo was black-flagged. Three 
other fast bikes — ridden by Graves, Dean 
Mizdal and Frank Cowsill — pulled into the 

its. Foster picked up the pace and finished 
irst. Amateur Mark Miller overcame the 
disadvantages of an old bike and a third-row 
ge to finish first in the Heavyweight 

uperbike race. Miller took third overall 
riding a 1986 Honda VFR750.

Approximately 3500 spectators turned out for 
the Summerset festivities and saw Oklahoma's 
newest Expert Robbie Reynard take home the 
biggest slice of the $3000 purse at the Miller- 
sponsored Summerset MX at Burns Park.

Hawthorne blasted off the line into the lead 
in the second moto followed by Schellen- 
berger, Krempin and Reynard. 

Reynard quickly reeled-in Krempin and set 
out to pass Schellenberger, which he did over 
the big tabletop jump halfway through lap 
three. Reynard then set his sights on Haw- 
thorne and found the opening he was looking 
for by slipping past to take the lead on the 
finish line straight just as the halfway flags 
came out.

Glanzman glides at Lone

Coming from behind on the final loop, Senior 
(30+) Beginner Steve Glanzman guided his 
twin-shock SWM to a three-point victory over 
runner-up Glenn Stone at the 2nd Annual 
Lone Ranger Trial.

Stone 
dropped 12 points in the unusually difficult 
sections on the last lap. 

Plonkers Trials Club is known for their 
easier-than-normal events, but this event, 
round eight of the American Trials Associ- 
ation Championship Series, took a substantial 
number of points 1n all classes while some 
of the 75 riders struggling with triple-digit 
scores. 

The sunny weather, in the 80s, also 
contributed to the high scores, as did fatigue 
from riding the tight, well-marked three-mile 


оор. 

Although the sections grabbed points, the 
challenges were primarily technical, rather 
than dangerous or brutal. The lower classes 
often lal to deal with rocks strategically 
located in the middle of turns and the up 
classes tackled extremely tight, no-room-for- 
error multiple bends. 

Dennis Wilson and David Rector battled all 
day for supremacy in the Senior Intermediate 
class. Rector took a commanding 9-16 lead 
over Wilson after the first trip around the loop. 
Wilson made a strong comeback on the second 
loop when he was called for only four points, 
cutting Rector's lead to a single dab. Wilson 
kept his feet on the pegs of his Beta Zero on 
the last lap and only touched down three times 
as he cleaned 10 sections to claim the win 
and best overall Intermediate level score. 

Gary Wright, riding an ancient Yamaha 
1Y175 turned in the best overall Novice score 
and had an unbelievable single-dab first loop. 

Dave Lahey rode his Yamaha to the lowest 
overall Beginner level score and David Pyle's 
Fantic 247 took him to the best overall 
Sportsman score as he claimed a 31-point win 
in his class. 

Five-time consecutive and current ATA 
Champion Tom Hamann won his class easily 
beating Paul Webster, 64-91.
